The fanaticism of mankind has perhaps 
in nothing manifested itself to a greater 
extent, than in the cruel persecutions in- 
flicted on the Jews. The history of this 
devoted people for the last eighteen hun- 
dred years, is one tissue of suffering and 
oppressjon. In the first ages of Christiani- 
ty, they were subjected in common with 
the professors of that name, to the con- 
tumely and persecutions of Pagan priests 
and emperors: but when Christianity be- 
came predominant over Pagan theology— 
when it became the religion of the empire 
under Constantine, they were excluded 
from sharing its triumphs. Christians, 
though they Aad suffered severe persecu- 
tions, being now clothed with juridicial 
power, turn persecutors themselves, and 
from that period to the present, they have 
treated Jews as heretics, of all others the 
most criminal—even where they have been 
tolerated, they have enjoyed only a con- 
temptuous kind of protection—driven 
from place to place—-exiled from one coun- 
try, they have taken refuge in another, and 
have sought in vain for a resting place for 
their feet, and what is very remarkable, 
although they have been driven to and fro, 
and have been dispersed into every coun- 
try upon the face of the globe, still they 
are found, tenaciously adhering, amidst re- 
proaches and persecutions, to the religi- 
ous ceremonies and habits of their fore- 
fathers. The spirit of philanthropy, how- 
ever, seems of latter years to be gradually 
preparing the minds of Christian rulers 
for a more free toleration and protection. 
To improve the condition of this forlorn 
people, laudable attempts have been made 
in divers places for their conversion to 
Christianity, and a more liberal spirit is 
evidently unfolding itself in the conduct of 
all Christian governments towards them. 
But in no country beside our own, do they 
enjoy their civil and religious rights in 
common with Christians, under the gua- 
rantee of the government. Human nature 
shudders at the barbarous cruelty, to 
which this people have been exposed.—In 
the time of Edward the First, the penal 
laws of England provided “ that no Jew 
should walk or ride any where within the 
realm of England, without a yellow badge 
on his garment, under pain of death—nor 
shall he contemn or blaspheme Jesus 
Christ, under pain of being burnt—nor, 
shall any Jew stir out of his house on Good 
Friday—nor shall strike a Christian un- 
der pain of having his right arm cut off— 
nor shall kill a Christian under pain of 
being hung alive on a gtbbet, and fed with 
bread and water till he dies—if any. Jew 
cheat a Christian, the rest of the Jews to 
make full compensation --no Jew to be 
sworn upon the holy Evangelists, nor his 
evidence to be admitted against Christians

be taken by the rector of the parish, and 
put to nurse, and breught up in the Chris- 
tian religion, and the Jews to pay all the 
expences—all Jewish Rabbi sand Doctors 
found teaching against the Christian reli- 
gion to be burnt alive—all Jews to be com- 
pelled to go and hear Christian doctrines 
preached once a week—no Jew to be bu- 
ried in consecrated ground—and at no 
time is any Jew to correspond with the 
enemies of England under pain of death, 
nor is he to enter or depart the realm with- 
out license under pain of death.”—Such 
were the unrighteous edicts of a govern- 
ment assuming the Christian name, and 
what a proud reflection that the peaceful 
principles of religion, and the genuine 
spirit of philanthropy have superceded 
these edicts, more cruel than those in- 
scribed by the bloody pen of a Draco.

4 Novel and Atrocious Character. 


During the awful prevalence of the plague 
on the north east of Spain in the autumn 
of 1821, a foreigner, who was variously 
said to be a Jew, a Turk, an Armenian and 
a renegade, but whose acknowledged voca- 
tion was that of a merchant, in which capa- 
city he had amassed a large property, visit- 
ed the devoted city of Barcelona. A letter 
from thence gives the following account of 
this singularly atrocious character :— 

“This man, who, from his long white 
beard might have been taken for a patri- 
arch, had been an eye witness of all the 
plagues that had desolated, of late years, 
the Turkish empire. As soon as he had 
heard that a pestilence had broken out in 
any city, he immediately hastened to it—

it seemed inexplicable how a lust of gold 
could so far overcome the Jove of life, and 
how the old man, who was already so rich, 
should continually expose himself to al- 
most inevitable death.

—When he arrived at sucha theatre of 
death he wrapped himself from head to 
foot in tarred linen, covered his hands with 
black leather gloves, his face with a glass 
mask, and thus guarded aguinat infer tiem,. 
and provided with a stick, which had an 
iron hook at the end, he entered the infect- 
ed houses; there he possessed himself of 
whatever he found, seized on hidden trea- 
sures, and the most vaiuabile utensils, and 
tore their jewels from the bddies of the 
dead. More than once he is said to have 
hastened the effects of the pestilence, and 
tohave given the death blow to the victims 
whose cries would have interrupted him 
in perpetrating his robberies. If chance 
led him into a house which was still free 
from contagion, he announced himself as a 
physician, and woe to those who confided 
in his skill. Loaded with treasures he al- 
ways returned to Venice, where, admired 
by every body on account of the success 
of his enterprise, he waited for the signal 
for fresh booty like the carrion vulture. 

“The news of the distress of Barcelona 
became glad tidings for this wretch, and 
he had already carried on his horrid trade 
amongst us a fortnight, when he was de- 
tected in the very act of stabbing a patient 
who was quite delirious. This patient was 
a young French merchant, who was greatly 
beloved at Barcelona on account of his in- 
tegrity. He had just lost his wife and two 
sons, and was himself struggling against 
the distemper, which had hitherto spared 
this courageous young man, who most ten- 
derly devoted himself to his family. He 
was murdered almost in the arms of his 
countryman, Capt. R. who was near his 
friend in an adjoining room. Hearing the 
door opened, he hastened back to the pa- 
tient; sees the villain stab his friend io 
the heart, rushes on him, seizes him, and 
throws him on the ground after a hard 
struggle, in which the old wretch shewed 
much more strengih than could have been 
expected.—* Sir,” cried the wretch, finding 
himself overpowered, “ surely you will not 
kill me.”—* Villain, what hast thou done 2” 
“ But he was so ill!”—* And those things 
which you had already stolen!” “I thought 
every body was dead; give me my life: I 
will make you a rich man.”~—* You dare 
to offer me your blood-stained gold 7”-- 
“Sir, be without fear; I possess several 
remedies against the plague; I will give 
you as many sequins as you can carry,”~- 
“And were you to offer me two arrobas ” 
“You shall have ten,” said the murderer, 
and received the Captain’s sword through 
his heart.

Wirat are we to expect 
trdin the ext shipping accounts, wheu We are 
told that in oné phice ow the land, one hundred 
thousand lives have been Jost, 

A loiter from Jessdire, 82s, the storm lasted 
45 hours, and swept bonuses and every thing be- 
fore it. Many trees avere torn up by the rents 
and carricd to a distance of Several feet. The 
rain continued simest withent intermission for 4 
days, after the stormeeascd, so that the whole 
country is onder water. 

\ thave just seen adetter from the acting Ma- 
ristrate at Burrisaul, about 120 miles to the east- 
ward of this station, 

The Rewister’s and Doctor’s houses were car- 
red aw AY, or at least fell in from the violence of 
the storm; nearly the whole property of the resi- 
dents at the station was destpoyed. No fewer 
than one duc of lives ure said to have been lost on 
this occasion, together with the whole of the cat- 
tle and grain of every description, both in store 
and what was on the ground. ‘fhe dead bodies 
are floating in every direction, and carried with 
the current through the houses, The writer states, 
that no rice was to be procured, even for the pri- 
soners, and that he felt he should be obliged to re- 
lease them from tthe jail, otherwise they must 
starve. From what information he could obtain, 
the district could not supply food for ten day’s 
consumption to the inhabitants, who had escaped 
this dreadful visitation, IT should think the writer 
meant to include in the lac, the lives of the cattle 
lost, alihough I should certainly infer from the 
letter, that 100,000 human beings perished. 

Information was received of the Darogha of 
Kulsa Khalee having reported to the Acting Ma- 
gistrate, that in Monza Rutunder only, 2848 souls 
have been lost, viz.

From the Austrian Clserver of the 23d of Sept. 
DREADFUL EARTHQUAEE. 

We have received the calamitous news 
of an earthquake in Aleppo. <A letter 
from Constantinople dated September 2d, 
describes this event in the following man- 
ner:—Aleppo, one of the most beautiful 
cities of the Ottoman Empire, has been vi- 
sited by an earkquake resembling those 
which l:id waste Lisbon and Calabria in 
the last century. ‘The first and most se- 
vere shock occurred on the 13th of August, 
about ten in the evening, and instantly 
buried thousands of the inhabitants under 
the ruins of their elegant mansions of stone, 
some of which deserve the name of palaces. 
Several other shocks succeeded, and even 
on the 16th, shocks were still experienced, 
some of which were severe. ‘Two-thirds 
of this populous*® city are in ruins, and 
aiong with them an immense quantity of 
valuable goods of all kinds from Persia, 
have been destreved. 

* According to the first accounts of this 
event, which through alarm may have been 
exagverated, tie number of the sufferers 
amounts to from 25 to 30,000. Among 
them ts ene of the best men in the city, the 
Imperial Consul-General, the Chevalier 
edcas Von Piecotto. Having escaped 
the danger of béing buried uader the ruins 
of his own house, he hastened with some 
of his family towards the gate of the city ; 


| but as he was passing a Knan, a new shock 


occarred, and a wall fe!l down, which bu- 
ried him and those with him. Tartars who 
have arrived from Damascus, report that 
they saw the whole population of Aleppo, 
They state 
that several other towns in the Pachalat of 
Aleppo and ‘Fripoli, particularly Antioch 
and Laodicea, have been destroyed by this 
earthquake. The captain of a French ship 
also has reported that two rocks, at the 
time of the earthquake, had risen from the 
sea In the neighbourhood of Cyprus, which 
is almost under the same latitude as Alep- 
po. 

« As soonas the Arabs and the Bedouins 
of the Syrian desert, obtained information 
of the calamity which had befallen Aleppo, 
they hastened in hordes to exercise their 
trade of plunder in that immense grave. 
Behrem Pacha, however, drove them-back, 
and also several Janissaries, who had com- 
mitted depredations among the dead bodies 
and ruins. 

« The great number of unburied bodies 
in this extremely hot period of the year, 
has produced pestilential effluvia, and obli- 
ged the unfortunate inhabitants to seek for 
refuge in some remote district.”

By the arrival of the brig Nancy, €apt. 
Mathews, we have “ Gibraltar News” to 
the 18th of October; containing Madrid 
dates to the 9th, and Genoa to the 2d, and 
Lisbon to the 3d of the same month.

‘The Turkish squadron 
is blockading Corfu, and the vice consuls 
of foreign nations have fled through fear, 
and the iniabitants are flying to the moun- 
tains for safety. 

A Genoa article of Oct. 2, says a Freneh 
brig has arrived from Calamata in the 
Morea, were for some time was establish- 
ed the insurrectional government of the 
Greeks.

THE SLAVE TRADE. 


* All that is exalted in station, in talent, and in 
manly character among our countrymen, is firmly 
united for the suppression of this infamous traffic.” 
—John Randolph’s Address to the African Institu- 
tion of London, May, 1822. 


What a proud recollection to every phi- 
lanthropist, that the spirit of humanity and 
justice has so far triumphed over cruelty 
and the greediness of avarice, that a pub- 
lic seal of infamy is now attached to this 
odious traffic in human flesh, by nearly 
every Christian nation in the world—And, 
although this cruel and unnatural practice 
of stealing and enslaving the inoffensive 
natives of Africa is still carried on, by 
abandoned and lawless individuals, to the 
dishonour of the Christian name and the 
disgrace of civilized governments, the time 
is not remote, when this stigma shall be 
wiped away, and this prolific source of 
human suffering and sorrow no longer ex: 
ist. From the annals of history, we learn 
that the Portuguese and Spaniards were 
the first to lead the way in this unrigh- 
teous traffic! they were followed by the 
English, the Dutch and French in succes- 
sion, who visited the shores of Africa, 
made conquests and established depots of 
trade, not indeed for a beneficial inter- 
change between man and man, but as marts 
of slavery and blood. In 1619, a vessel 
from Guinea arrived at James Town in 
Virginia, where the unnatural cargo of 
human beings were sold to the settlers, 
and the foundation of that scene of human 
misery and degradation first laid among us 
which tarnishés the #scutcheon of our li-] 
berty, and as a national evil, impends over 
us as the blackening sky, fullof awful pre- 
sage—Among the first advocates for the 
abolition of this iniquiteus trade, and to 
put forth the claims of the wretched ob- 
jects of it to the common rights and. ob- 
jects of .humanity, the Quakers seem to 
have taken the lead. So far remote as the 
year 1656, some pious preachers of that 
sect, came from England to this country, 
to preach the Gospel and disseminate 
their peaceful principles, and theugh they 
were persecuted By the government as dis- 
turbers of the peace, yet no severities 
could extinguish their zeal for righteous- 
ness, nor damp their pious resolutions to 
protest in the name of God, against every 
species of cruelty and oppression. “ They 
exhorted,” says the historian of their mis- 
sion, “the inhabitants of these colonies 
who held Wegroes as slaves, to exercise love. 
and charity towards them, as fellow beings 
equally favoured with the illuminating 
erace of God.”—The followers of Fox and 
Penn were the first, as a public body, to 
affix the seal of infamy to this disgraceful 
trade. More than acentury ago, they pro- 
tested against the unlawfulness of import- 
ing, buying, or holding mankind in slavery, 
and they have not ceased to hold forth the 
inconsistency of the practice in the Chris- 
tian system of fellowship and brotherly 
love—Many strenuous advocates for the 
abolition of slavery among other professors 
of the Christian name, have united their 
efforts in the worthy cause, and by zeal 
anal perseverance have contributed to the 
glorious success of a cause which has now 
become the cause of Kings and Emperors, 
and forms one of the first diplomatic ar- 
ticles in the arrangement of treaties and 
compacts between nations. Thus com- 
menced the first dawn of emancipation, 
and the great work of benevolence and hu- 
Fmanity is gradually but surely advancing 
towards meridional splendour. May that 
day soon come, that shall bring with it a 
restoration of their just rights to every in- 
dividual of*that injured race—when the 
clamours of self interest and mistaken po- 
licy shall no longer stifle the cries of dis- 
tress or obliterate the dictates of humanity.

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It is somewhat surpriving to behold, how 
mucin prejudice and paxsion predominate

of kindred of the same blood, where peace, 
and love, and harmony ought ever to reiga 
triumphant—Now here is matter of the 
most solemn consideration, that should be 
deeply weigh’d by every man who has any 
interest in the happiness and well being of 
his offspring, and when he is about to affix 
his seal to his last testamentary act, he 
should see that the scales of justice are 
equally poised—the rights of every one 
equally regarded and properly secured, 
that so when his frail body shall rest in the 
grave, the peaceful slumbers of his spirit 
may not be disturbed by the jealousies, the 
bickerings and contentions of his heirs and 
legatees. Much evil would be thus prevent- 
ed and the happinéss and repose of families 
would -be permanently secured; whereas, 
any partial determination, not founded 
upon equality of rights and reciprocal ad- 
vantage among the heirs, is certain to be 
followed with consequences inimical to. the 
peace of families, and often derogatory of 
the good name, and reproachful to the re- 
putation of the deceased testator.

Fort Moultrie, on Sullivan’s Island, the; 
25th of June, 1776. In the warmest part 

of the contest, the flag-staff was severed by 

a cannon ball, and the flag fell to the bot- 

tom of the ditch on the cutside of the 

works. This xccident was considered by | 
the anxious inhabitants of Charleston, as | 
putting an end to the contest, by striking 

the American flagto theenemy. The mo- 

ment that Jasper made the discovery, that | 
the flag had fallen, he jumped from one of | 
the embrasures and mounted the colours, | 
which he tied to a sponge staff and re- 
planted them on the parapet, where he sup- 
ported them until another flag-staff was 
procured. The subsequent activity and 
enterprize of this patriot, induced Colonel 
Moultrie to give him a sort of roving com- 
mission, to go and come at pleasure, con- 
fident that he was always usefully employ- 
ed. He was privileged to select such men 
from the regiment as he should choose to 
accompany him in his enterprizes. Fis 
party generally consisted of five or six, 
and he often returned with prisoners before 
Moultrie was apprized of his absence. 
Jasper was distinguished for his humane 
treatment, when an enemy iell into his 
power. His ambition appears to have been 
limited to the characteristics of bravery, 
humanity, and usefulness to the cause 
in which he was engaged. When it was 
in his power to kill, but not to capture, it 
was his practice to permit a single prisoner 
to escape. By his sagacity and enterprize 
he often succeeded in the capture of those 
who were lying in ambush for him. In 
one of these excursions, an instance of 
bravery and humanity is recorded, by the 
biographer of Gen. Marion, which would 


ed. While he was examining the British 
camp at Ebenezer, all the sympathy of his 
creat heart was awakened by the distresses 
of a Mrs. Jones, whose husband, an Arne- 
rican by birth, had taken the King’s pros 
tection, and been confined in irons for de- 
serting the royal cause, afer he had taken 
the oath of allegiance—Her well founded 
belief was that nothing short of the life of 
her husband would atone for the offence, 
with which he was charged. Anticipating 
the awful scene of a beloved husband ex- 
piring upon agibbet, had excited incxpres- 
sible emotions of grief and ‘istractron. 
Jasper secretly consulted his companion, 
Sergeant Newton, whose feelings for the 
distressed female and her child were equal- 
ly excited with his own, upon the practica- 
bility of releasing Jones from his impend- 
ing fate. ‘Though they were unable to sug- 
gest a plan of operation, they were deter- 
mined to watch for the most favourable op- 
portunity, and make the effort. The de- 
parture of Jones and several others, (all in 
irons) to Savannah, for trial, under a guard 
consisting of a sergeant, a corporal, and 
eight men, was ordered upon the suc- 
ceeding morning. Within two miles of 
Savannah, about thirty vards from the 
main road, is a spring of fine water, sur 
rounded by a deep and thick underwood, 


selves with a cool draught from the pure 
fountain. Jasper and his*companion con- 
sidered the spot the most favourable for 
their enterprize. ‘They accordingly pass- 
ed the guard, and concealed themselves 
near the spring. When the enemy came 
up they halted, and only two of the guard 
remained with the prisoners, while the 
others leaned their guns againstthe trees in 
a careless manner and went to the spring. 
Jasper and Newton seized two of the mus- 
kets, and disabled the twosentinels. The 
possession of all the arms, placed the ene- | 
my in their power, and compelled them to 
surrender. The irons were taken off, and 
arms putin the hands of those who had 
been prisoners, and the whole party arri- 
ved at Petersburg, the next morning and 
joined the American camp. 

There are but few instances upon re- 
cord where personal exertions, even for 
self-preservation from certain prospects of 
death, would have induced aresorttoan act 
so desperate of execution; how much more 
jaudable was this, where the spring to ac- 
tion was roused by the lamentations of a 
female tinknowan to the adventurers. 

Subsequent to the gallant defence at 
Sullivan’s Island, Col. Muultrie’s regiment 
was presented with a stand of colours by 
Mrs. Elliot, which she had richly embrei- 
dered with her ewn hands, and. as @ re- 
ward for Jasper’s particular merit, Gov. 
Rutledge presented him with a very hand- 
some sword. During the assault against 
Savannali, two officers had been killed, 
and one remained, endeavouring to plant 
these colours upon the enemy’s parapet of 
the spring hill redoubt. Just befere the 
retreat was ordered, Jasper endeavoured 
to replace them upon the works, and while 
he was in the act received a mortal wound 
avd fell into the ditch. When a retreat 
was ordered, he recollected the honoura- 
ble conditions upon which the donor pre- 
sented the colours to his regiment, and 
among the last acts of his life, sue¢eeded in

Elliot. that I lest mv life supporting the 
colours which she presented to our rogi- 
ment.

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HISTORY OF JERUSALEM. 


According to Manetho, an Egyptian his. 
torian, Jerusalem was founded by the shep- 
herds who invaded Egypt in an unknown 
period of antiquity. According to Jose- 
phus, it was the capital ef Melchizzdec’s 
kingdom, and built in honor of that prince, 
by twelve neighboring kings. 

We know nothing of it with certainty, 
however, till the time of king David, who 
took it from the Jebusites, and made it the 
capital of his kingdom. It was first taken 
in the days of Jehoash, by Hazael, king of 
Assyria, who slew all the nobility, but did 
not destroy their city. 

It was afterwards taken by Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, who destroyed it 
and carried away the inhabitants, Seven- 
ty years afterwards permission was grant- 
ed by Cyrus, King of Persia to the Jews 
to rebuild their city, which was done; and 
it continued the capital of Judea till the 
time of Vespasian emperor of Rome, by 
whose son Titus it was totally destroyed. 

It was however rebuilt by Adrian, and 
seemed likely to recover its former gran- 
deur; but it Nourished for a short time only. 
When the empress Ilelena, mother of Con- 
stantine the great, came to visit itshe found 
it in a most forlorn and ruinous situation 

Having formed a design of restoring 7 
to its ancient lustre, she caused with 
great deal of cost and labor, all the rubl 
which had been thrawn upon those pl/ 
where our Saviour had suffered, been 
ed, &c. to be removed. 

Tn doing this, they found the cross » 
which he died, as well as those of the two 
malefac‘ors who suffered with him. She 
then caused a magnificent church to be 
built, which enclosed as many scenes of 
our Saviour’s sufferings as could conve- 
niently be done. 

This church, which stands. on Mount 
Calvary, is still in good repair, being sup- 
ported by the donations of pilgrims who 
are constantly resorting to it.. Here is to 
be seen our Saviour’s sepulchre, hewn out 
of solid rock; and the vary holein the rock 
on “hich it is said ‘he foot of the cross was 
fixed, with many other curiosities. 

On Mount Mortah stood the celebrated 
temple of Solomon, which was seven years 
in building and employed oo less than 
163,800 men. The height of this building 
on one side was at least 960 feet; and the 
stones employed about the ramparts, were 
according to Jevephus, 40 cubits long, 12 
thick, and 8 high, all of polished marble, 
and so well joined as to appear like one 
solid rock, 

After the destruction of this temple, it 
is said that the emperor Julian attempted 
to rebuild it,in order to give the lie te our 
Saviour’s prophecy, namely, that it should 
be totally destroyed without one stone be- 
ing left upon another, In this, however, 
he was defeated by earthquakes, fiery erup- 
tions, &c. which destroved his materials, 
and killed many of his workmen. 

At present Jerusalem is but a poor thin- 
ly inhabited town, about three miles in cir- 
cumference surrounded with mountaias 
on all sides except the north, with steep 
ascents and deep vallies.

AN INTREPID ZRONANT. 


A young zronaut of the name of Fassy, lately 
made an ascension at Marscilles, which was very 
near proving fatal to him. At five o’clock in the 
evening the balloon arose in presence of humerous 
spectators; the hasty disappearance of the object 
of their attention soon spread general alarm, when 
they again perceived the balloon, and discovered 
that it had lost its spherical form, and falling with 
terrific rapidity. ‘The most dreadful conjectures 
were now formed, and every one crowded to the 
spot where M. Fassy intended to have descended. 
Soen they learnt that he had come down in perfect 
safety near the hamict of St. Charles. The cause 
of the rapid fall which had so justly alarmed the 
spectators was as follows: M. Fassy, having arriv- 
ed at a great height. encountered contrary winds 
which forced his balloon in every direction. He 
then thought of descending, and to accomplish this 
he pulled the silken string of the valve ; but the lat- 
ter being placed on the lower side of the machine 
was so tightened within the folds, which were 
gummed, that it could not leave open to the gas a 
free passage. The zronaut saw himself reduced 
to pass the night in the air, or to burst his baloon: 
this last course seemed te him dangerous and he 
adopted one which might have precipitated him 
six thousand feet. Standing upright in his vasci- 
lating bark, he drew towards him the valve by grap- 
pling with the balloon. He then broke it with an 
admirable presence of mind ; but the gas evaporat- 
ing too speedily he came down with great rapidi- 
ty. M. assy however, as an able navigator, had 
reserved his ballast fur this decisive moment. On 
the point of being precipitated to the earth, he 
threw out his bags and his anchor, and the machine 
suddenly lightened, slackened its fall, and left the 
#ronaut the means of descending in as good a state 
as ‘he ascended.— aris paper.

Blucher’s Monumert.—It is known that 
the fate Field Marshal Blucher had select- 
ed a spot between Criblowitz and Waig- 
witz, to be the place of his interment, over 
which he had expressed a wish that the on- 
ly memorial of his interment should be a 
plain stone. After considerable search, a 
great mass of granite was found on the 
south side of the mountain Zobten, near 
Gorkan, out.of which a cube of 24 Rhe- 
nish feet in breadth, and the same in 
height, was to be cut, in order to be placed 
ever the grave. When the cutting had 
proceeded to about thirteen feet deep, it 
was found that the mass of granite was cut 
through by a layer of crambling clay; in 
consequence. of which the monument can- 
not be more than thirteen feet in height, 
besides not being an exact cube.

Why 
truly according to this, one half of us would 
be found to believe we know not what— 
and— But stop friend Bigot, thou seemest 
to be in a heat—let us reason upon this 
subject coolly and deliberately: Religion 
we know is a subject of the deepest im- 
portance, and therefore merits the most 
deliberate and impartial, as we!l as severe 
scrutiny, in order that we may be goveri- 
ed by nothing in the practice of it but the 
evidence of truth, and the rational! convic- 
tions of our own minds and consciences. 
Without such a test, mankind are often 
led to hypocrisy, and they are liable to the 
impositions of crafiv and designing per- 
sons, whose object is to make an advan- 
tage of their ignorance and credulity. One 
of the great causes of the obstruction of 
the growth of vital religion, is the surren- 
der which the people have been taught to 
make of their consciences, to the direction 
of their spiritual teachers. In proportion 
as the human mind has neglected, or re- 
fused to think for itself, and to exercise 
its energies, superstition and tyranny have 
prevailed in the world. It was this that 
paved the way for the ixtroduction of 
those gross and abominable corruptions in 
religion, which disgraced christianity in 
the dark ages of papal tyranny. It was 
through this medium, that the odious union 
between church and state was effected, 
which has ever been more or less subser- 
vient to oppression and cruelty, “ A man,” 
says one of the greatest moral writers Of 
the last century, “ ought to govern himself 
by the dictates of his own conscience with- 
out regard to the opinions of others. This 
is one of the first maxims of moral pru- 
dence, justified not enly by the voice of 
wisdom, but by the suffrages of expe- 
rience, which will soon tell him that if he 
makes the praise or blame of others the 
rule of his conduct, he will be distracted 
by a boundless variety of irreconcilable 
judgments—be held in suspence by contra- 
dictory impulses, and consult forever with- 
out any determination.” The divine au- 
thor of the christian religion, when he pub- 
lished the great plan of salvation did not 
require his rational creatures to believe 
any incomprehensible mysteries, nor to 
vive their assent to any proposition, which 
they could not wholly or in part under- 
stand, because this would have been re- 
quiring of them an impossibility, no man 


| being able to stretch his faith beyond the 


limits of hig understanding—The concur- 
rence of the heart and the conscience, 
were the great pre-requisites to the recep- 
tion of the faith in all true believers. To 
this end we find Christ always appealing 
to the rational faculties of men, whenever 
he addressed them upon the great subject 
of redemption—“ he spake to them in pa- 
rables, and without a parable spake he not 
unto them.” He thas unfolded to their 
understandings the reason and fitness of 
his spiritual dispensation and worship. 
The reasoning powers of the human mind,

Whether we consider America as rising 
into national grandeur from the glory of 
her achievements or the splendour of her 
emancipation, involves a question of the 
least importance to the actual existence of 
the fact. If we look upon her a- she stands 
at present, with no companion in her form 
of government, we wonder at the temerity 
of that policy which could point to such 
an untrodden path. And if we regard her 
in the felicity of ber existing -ystem of re- 
publicanism, we acmire the genius that 
planned, we bless the perseverance that 
executed, and adore the firmness of those 
step: ndous intellects, whe, amid the con- 
fasion of a universal revolution, fixed her 
a Republic, on a basis too immutable, too 
unchangeable.to be shaken by the convul- 
sions that have crumbled thrones and em- 
pires. So glorious an example should be 
the signal for the imitation of the world. 
So splendid an accomplishment should be 
the landmark for the universe. It should 
rouse the dormant feelings of the inhabi- 
tants to our North, and it should stimulate 
our brethren to the South, to wrestle for a 
moment with the horrors of illesitimate 
persecution, till the period should arrive, 
when, casting behind them their fetters, 
they rise a glorious Republic, on the rains 
of a loathsome monarchy. 

In contemplating the characters which 
the American revolution brought into the 
field of action, it requires no prejudice to 
exalt their virtues and extol their works.

O yes! would dream that it was 
a proclamation commanding the talkers to 
become hearers; being the French word 
Cyex, listen, retained in our courts ever 
since the pleadings were held inlaw Frenchy 
or would any person suppose thet the head- 
land on the French coast, near Calais cal- 
led by our seamen Blackness, could be so 
titled from its French name of Blanc-nez, 
or the white head land? 

Henry the Eighth having taken the town 
of Boulogne, in France, the gates of which 
h broyght to {Tardens,in Kent, where they

Extract cf a let:cr to the Editor of the Franklin 
Gazctie, dated Harrisburg, Jan. 14. 

«Mr. Evsrer presented in the senate to- 
day a remonstrance from a number of Ro- 
man catholics of Adams county, similar to 
those heretofore presented against the object 
of the petitioners from St. Mary’s Chureh. 

The bill from the other house regulating 
or rather providing for the gauging of cider 
in the city and county of Philadelphia, was 
read a third time and passed.

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noble mind, and the accomplishment of it, as one 
of the chief felicities attendant on a fortunate man. 
But how much more magnanimous, how much 
more beneficial to mankind, is forgiveness! It is 
more magnanimous, because every generous and 
exalted disposition of the human mind is requisite 
to the practice of it. For these alone can enable 
us to bear the wrongs and insults of wickedness 
and folly with patience, and to look down on the 
perpetrators of them with pity, rather than indig- 
nation; these alone can teach us, that such are 
but a part of those sufferings allotted to us in this 
state of probation, and to know, that to overcome 
evil with good, is the most glorious of all victo- 
ries. It is the most beneficial, because this amia- 
ble conduct alone can put an end to an eternal 
successioa of injuries and retaliations ; for every 
retaliation becomes a new injury, and requires 
another act of revenge for satisfaction. But would 
we observe this salutary precept, to love our ene- 
mies, and to do good to those who despitefully use 
us, this obstinate benevolence would at last con- 
quer the most inveterate hearts, and we should 
have no enemies to forgive. How much more ex 
aited a characier, therefore, is a christian martyr 
suffering with resignation, and praying for the 
guilty, than that of a Pagan hero, breathing re- 
venge, and destroying the innocent ! 

“Charity suffereth long and is kind; charity 
envieth not; charity vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up; doth not behave itself unseemly ; 
seeketh not her own; is not easily provoked ; 
thinketh no evil; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but re- 
joiceth in truth; feareth all things ; believeth all 
things; hopeth all things; endureth all things.” 
Here we have an accurate delineation of this bright 
constellation of all virtues, which consists not, as 
many imagine, in the building of monasteries, en 
dowment of hospitals, or the distribution of‘ alms, 
but in such an amiable disposition of mind, as ex- 
ercises itself every hour in acts of kindness, pa- 
tience, complacency, and benevolence to all around 
us; and which alone is able to promote happiness 
in the present life, or render us capable of receiv- 
ing itin another. And yet this is totally new, and 
so it is declared to be by the author of it: “ A new 
commandment I give unto you, that you love one 
another; ast have loved you, that ye love one 
another: By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to another.”— 
This benevolent disposition is made the great 
characteristic of a christian, the test of his obe- 
dience, and the mark by which he is to be distin- 
guished. This love for each other, is that chariiy 
just now described, and contains all those quali- 
ties which are there atiributed to it; humiiny, 
patience, meekness, and beneficence; without 
which we must live in perpetual discord, and con 
sequently cannot pay obedience to this command- 
ment by loving one another; a commandment so 
sublime, so rational, and so beneficial, so wisely 
calculated to correct the depravity, diminish the 
wickedness, and abate the miseries of human na- 
ture, that, did we universally comply with it we 
should soon be relieved from all the inquietudes 
arising from our own unruly passions, anger, ene 
vy, revenge, malice, and ambition, as weil as from 
all those injuries, to which we are perpetually ex- 
posed from the indulgence of the same passions in 
others. It would also preserve our minds in such 
a State of tranquility, and so prepare them for the 
kingdem of Heaven, that we should slide out of a 
life of peace, iove, and bencvolence, into that ce 
lestial society, by an almost imperceptible tran- 
sition.

LETTER Il. 
Philadelphia, June 4th, 1823. 


Dear Covstn—My last letier closes abruptly. 
leaving me at the foot of »arket street. Bemg i: 
hig spirits, and equipped with a cane and a paii 
of good eyes—essential requisites for a long waik 
in a strange city—I commenced my first ramble 
in Philadelphia. ‘To judge of the productions of 
the neighbouring country, I passed through the 
‘iarket. In variety, quality, and abundance, it 
cannot be surpassed by the market of any city in 
the Union. Philadelphia is remarkabie for the 
regularity and levelness of its streets. The exten. 
sive views they afford, give visitors a very favour. 
able opinion of the activity of the city. In some 
cities a stranger experiences great perplexity in 
visiting the different parts without a guide—It is 
not so here; he can find any place the first day 
he arrives, with greater facility, than in other 
cities after aresidence of years. This arises trom 
its division inte squares, by streets running eas: 
and west, from the Delaware to the Schuyikiil, 
and others crossing them at right angles. Of those 
which run east and wes’, Market cr High street 
is the middie. ‘Tie Market in this street has been 
gradually extended trom the Delaware to Eighih 
street. According to the plan of the city, it is to 
be extended as the increase and wants of the po. 
pulation shall demand, till it be completed to the 
Schuylkill, a distance ef more than two miles. 

When we consider that the fathers of many now 
living, were conversant with the circumstances of 
Wiliam Penn’s treaty with the Indians, for the 
site of Philadeiphia, we are filled with astonish- 
ment! Coulchhe, according to his most sanguine 
hopes, and with the utmost stretch of the imagi- 
nation, conceive, that in less than two centuries, 
where he saw nothing but the Indians’ wigwams, 
their solitary paths, and a few European cots, a 
city would rise, renowned for its neatness and 
beauty, pre-eminent in the richness and purity of 
its architecture, and the second in the Union in 
a commercial point of view? 

[ arrived at the corner of Market and Ninth, 
without the occurrence of any incidents worthy ot 
notice, except, having my elbows frequently an- 
noyed by the contents of market baskets, or jost- 
ling and disturbing the centre of gravity, of some 
who appeared to mea little too top-heavy with 
their articles for vending. 

I turned down south Ninth street, and my at- 
tention was soen attracted by a noble edifice, which 
had the appearance of much neglect. At first, J 
thought it was the abode of some superannuated 
old bachelor, on which the young urchins of the 
neighbourhood, in their playful moments, had too 
freely exerted their missile powers with stones 
and balls. A second thought, however, convinced 
me that it must be a public building. A person 
was Standing opposite, looking at the different 
parts of it, apparently in a deep study. When 1, 





was about to pass him, be turved his eye, to me, 
with a familiarity that inspired me with sufficient 

assurance to accost him. He answered me po- 
litely, and said, “I have been amusing myself 
some minutes with studying * causes from effects,’ 
in this lesson which is open betore us,’ (at the 
same time pointing at the front of the building). 
* Myvcuriosity,” said I, “is a little excited to 
know fhe design of this edifice, and the cause of 
its present disgraceful appearance?” ** You speak 
too warmly, my triend,”’ said he, **this is the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania; I presume there ts a ne- 
cessity or utility in its present appearance, or it 
would not remain so Certainly there cannot be 
any thing disgraceful in the circumstance of a few 
panes of glass being broken m the front of a build 

ing” Perceiving that he was more desirous of 
giving than receiving opinions, and being unwil- 
ling to incur his dispieasure, I humoured tim by 
confining myself to inquiries. “ Nearly a third ot 
ihe front glass is broken, and in some places 1 is 
repaired by temporary pine shutters. There may 
be a cause for this—bas any one occurred to you?” 
“Yes,” said he, “the minds of young men, are 
very expansive—if the glass would not give way 
to them, the walls must. You have heard of the 
d—i being ratsed in a certain coliege, and making 
an opening in the wall that could not be repaired. 
This has always appeared to me very improbable. 
I believe it was caused by the active and expan. 
sive minds of the students ;—so it undoubied|y 
would be with these windows. If the officer. 
should attempt to Keep them in repair, a sory 
would soon be circalated prejudicial to His Sacanic 
Majesty. “ There may be other causes,” continued 
he, “equally plausible. They are probably anx- 
ious to enjoy the influence of the unimpeded rays 
of science; but that glass, from its cloudy ap- 
pearance, would be an obstacle to rays of more 
subtilty than those of the sun. Besides, the scin- 
tillations of genius can now enter the world with 
their brilliancy unimpaired and their velocity un- 
obstructed,.”—I bowed assent, and said, “ his te- 
marks were novel and worthy of being beard by 
those in whose defence they were offered.”

ionables were sallying forth in every direction for 
their morning promenade. Ladmired their forms 
—ecvery motion apveared truly gracetul—a sight 
#f corresponding features would have completed 
my idea of angelic beings TU anxiously watched 
fer an opportunity of grati‘ving my curtosity; but 
when it occurred, believe me Hugh, it was unsa- 
tistactory 

I defer giving a general opinion of this subject, 
lest it be erroneous, or tco hastily gonceived. Af- 
ter more careful observation and extensive ac- 
qraintance, | may be better qualified to judge with 
impartiality ¥ 

My extended walk produced fatigue and faint- 
ness, which reminded me of refreshments and the 
necessity of a boarding house.—f had insaperable 
objections to a Hotel—Ii chose a place at venture, 
and fortunately | have found it very egreeable. 

It is not my iniention to give you a regular 
journal of the occurrences of everv day. My let- 
ters will be confined to the accounts of objects 
and transactions worthy of your notice.

MATERNAL LOVE. 

The following narrative is extracted from the 
History of the Expedition from Pittsburg to the 
Rocky Mountains, in the year 1819, under the 
command of Major Long. It will afford ample 
satisfaction for an atteutive perusal by all who 
feel interested in the affections which nature 
teaches, and which should always prepondcrate 
in the youthful breast towards those to whom 
we are indebted for our preservation and suste- 
nance in the helpless hours of infancy. 

Inthe year i814, a trade: married a 
beautifui squaw of one of the most distin- 
guished families of the Omawhaw nation. 
This match, on the part of the husband, 
was induced by the following circumstances. 
Being an active, intelligent, and enterpriz- 
ing man, he had introduced the American 
trade to the Missouwi Indians, and had 
gained influence among them by his bravery 
and ingenuous deportment. But at length 
he perceived that his influence was gradual- 
ly declining, in consequence of the pre- 
sence and wiles of many rival tradeis, to 
whorg his enterprize had opened the way, 
and that his cusiomers were gradually for- 
saking him. 

Thus circumstanced, in order to regain 
the ground jie had lost, he determined to 
seek a matrimonial alliance with one of the 
most powerful families of the Omawhaws 
In pursuance of this resolu:ion, he selected 
a squaw, whose family and friends were 
such ashe desired. He addressed himself 
to the parents, agreeably to the Indian cus- 
tom, and informed them that he loved their 
daughter; that he was very sor y to see 
her in the state of poverty common to her 
‘nation; and altiiough he possessed a wife 
among the white people, yet he wished to 
have one also of the Omawhaw nation. — 
If they would transfer their daugiter to him 
in marriage, he would obligate himself to 
treat her kindly; and as he bad commenced 
a permanent trackiig establish ment in tieir 
country, le would dwell during a portion 
of ihe year with her, and the remainder 
with the whiie people, as the nature of tis 
Occupation required. His establishment 
should be her home, and that of her peop-e 
during her life, as he never intended to 
abandon the trade. In return, he express- 
ed his expectation, that for this act the na- 
tion would give him the refusal of their 
peitries, in order that he might be enabled 
to comply with his engagement to them.— 
He further promised that, if the match 
proved fruitful, the children should be made 
known to the white people, and would pro- 
bably continue the trade after his death.

A 
moment's hesitation here would have been 
fatal; and exerung all her streneth, she 
threw the child with its board as far as she 
could on the opposite side. 

Four of the squaws were tomahawked, 
ang the others escaped; of which number 
the mother was one, having succeeded in 
bearing off the child uninjured. 

The trader on his arrival at the settle. 
ments, Jearned that his white or civilized 
wife had died during his absence ; and after 
a short interval devoted to the usual for- 
malities of mourning, - eunited nisdestinies 
with another and highly amiable lady.— 
The second season his wite accompanied 
him on his annual voyage up the Missouri, 
to his trading house, the abodeof his sguaw. 

Previously to his arrival, however, he 
despatched a messenger to his dependants 
at the trading house, directing them to pre- 
vent his squaw from appearing in the pre- 
sence of his wife. She was accoidingly 
sent off to the village of her nation, a dis- 
tance of 60 or 70 miles. But she could 
not remain long there, and soon returred 
with her little boy on her back; and, ac 
ompanied by some of her friends, she en- 
camped near ber husband’s residence. She 
sent her son tothe trader, who treated him 
affectionately On the succeeding day the 
trader sent for his squaw, and, after making 
her some presents, he directed her to ac« 
company her friends who were then on 
their way to their hunting grounds. 

She departed without a mu: mur, as it js 
not unusual with the Omawhaws tosend off 
one of their wives, on some occasions, while 
they remain with the favourite one. 
About two months afterwa:ds the trader 
recalled her. Overjoyed with what she 
supposed to be he: good fortune, she lost 
no time in presenting herself before the 
husband wiom she tenderly ioved But 
great was her disappointment, when ber 
husband demanded the surrender of the 
child, and renounced for tae future any ase 
sociation with herself, directing her to re- 
turn to her people, and to provide for her 
future well being, in any way she mighs 
choose. 

Ov. rpowered by her feelings on this de- 
mand and repudiation, she ran from the 
house; and finding a periogue on the river, 
she paddied over to the opposite side, and 
made her escape into the forest with her 
child The night was cold, and attended 
with a fail of snow and hail. Reflecting upon 
her disconsolate condition, she resolved to 
return agai in the morning, and with the 
feciings of a wife and a mother, to plead be- 
fore the arbitor of her fate; and endeavor to 
Mitigate the cruel sentence. 

Agreeably to this determination, she 
once more epproached hym,upon whom she 
had claims paramount to those of any other 
individual. “ Here is our child,” said sie?

The trader then offered her a cotisidera- 
ble present, desiring her at the same time 
to go atid leave the child. But she said— 
“is my child a dog, that I should sell him 
for merchandise? You cannot drive me 
away, you may beat me, it is true, and 
otherwise abuse me, but I will still remain. 
When you married me, you promised to 
use me kindly, as long as I should be faith- 
ful to you: that I have been so no one can 
deny. Qurs was not a marriage contract- 
ed for a season; it was to terminate only 
with our lives. I was then a young girl, 
and might have been united to an Omaw- 
haw chief, but I am an old woman; having 
had two children, what Omawhaw will re- 
gard me. Is not my right paramount to 
that of your other wife? she had heard of 
me before you possessed her. It is true 
her skin is whiter than mine ; but her heart 
cannot be more pure towards you, nor her 
fidelity more rigid. Do not take the child 
trom my breast; I cannot bear to Acar it cry, 
and not be present to relieve it. Permit 
me to retain it until the spring, when it 
will be able to eat; and then, if it must be 
30, take it from my sight, that I may part 
With it but once.” Seeing her thus inflex- 
ible, the trader informed her that she might 
remain there if she pleased, but that the 
child should be immediately sent down to 
the settlement. 

The affectionate mother had thus far 
sustained herself during the interview, with 
the firmness of conscious virtue, and resist- 
ed the impulse of her feclings, but nature 
had now yielded.

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 

By the packet ship John Wells, arrived at New 
“York, in 30 days from Liverpool, the edivors of the 
Commercial Advertiser received files of ‘London 
papers of the &thyand Liverpool of the 9h uit. 

The Paris dates are‘of the 5th May, and the ac- 
counts from Baynune of the'29th April. From these, 
it appears, that the French had entered Saragossa 
‘on tbe 26th April, by consent of the magistrates of 
that place. Burgos was in their possession on the 
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pushed his advanced guard on the roads of Aran- 
da and Palencia, with the intention of proceeding 
to Madrid. The occupation of the citadel of Jaca, 
and a few other places of small note bythe inva. 
ding army, are likewise mentioned in the French 
papers. The Courier of the Sth May, states, that 
advices had been received in London of the Duke 
d’Angouleme having experienced difficulties of a 
nature which he did not anticipate, when he calcu- 
lated on an easy march to Madrid, and which had 
the effect of inducing him to relax in his opera- 
tions until he received reinforcements from Paris. 
The nature of these difficulties is not explained ; 
but the Courier communicates, on ‘‘ authority,” 
the fact, that 30,000 additional troops had been 
ordered to proceed to the Pyrenees from the 
northern parts of France, in consequence of the 
urgent demand of the Duke d’Angouleme to 
hasten their march. The unexpected resistance 
offered by the strong holds of St. Sebastian, Pam- 
peluna, and Figueras, seem to throw some light 
on this requisition for additional levies. But we 
apprehend there is a strooger inducement for this, 
not mentioned in any of the French papers. The 
little opposition which the invaders have met from 
any thing like regular armies since their entrance 
into Spain, and the fact that the road from Burgos 
to Madrid lies through mountains where the gue- 
rillas, and the main body of ihis part of the Spanish 
army, are known to be stationed, must have crea- 
ted an apprehension in the minds of the French 
that a snare had been laid to entrap them in these 
fastnesses ; for how reconcile the cordial reception 
which the French are every where said to have 
met with from the inhabitants, with the circum- 
stance of the principal fortresses on the frontier 
refusing to surrender, without supposing that some 
plan of this nature had been resolved on by the 
Cortes ? 

The insurgents of Portugal, under Amarante, 
were completely routed, and had fied into Spat, 
where they were pursued by the Portuguese troops 
under Riego. ‘ 

lis said that great misery prevails at Lisbon, 
by the total declension of trade, which had arisen, 
principally, from the separation of the Brazils.— 
This circumstance, as it affected materially all 
branches of society, had produced a feeling unfa- 
vourable to the new order of things, as the loss of 
the colonies was attributed, however unjustly, to 
the want of energy in the Cortes. 

The French General Lailemand, with some other 
officers, have arrived at Lisbon. 

Sir Robert Wilson, and a son of Lord Erskine, 
have left London, to embark for Spain, and join 
the Spanish army. 

It was reported that the late proceedings and 
speeches in the British Parliament, had given se- 
rious umbrage to the French government. 

In the House of Commons on the 29th, a debate 
took place on a motion for an address to the king, 
complaining of the conduct of the Ministry in the 
late negociation—but the house adjourned without 
deciding the question.

LATEST FROM SPAIN, 

Spanish papers to the 26th April, have been re- 
ceived at New York, It appears by them that the 
king of Spain had sent to the council of state a 
solemn declaration of war against the French, and 
that the Constitutionalists are actuated with a 
strong degree of enthusiasm. The French had 
not passed the Ebro on the 15th April, and show- 
ed no disposition to do so. The army of the.Con- 
stitutionalists was continually increasing and re- 
ceiving reinforcements, guerilla parties augmenting 
on all sides ; and the glories of Albuera, Arlaban, 
and San Marcial will be repeated all over the Pen- 
insula. It does not appear that there is much 
uniformity in the operations of the French army, 
as nothing was heard from Barcelona of an ‘inva- 
sion, although it was intended by the French to 
enter Catalonia and Guipuecos at the same time — 
Expresses were sent by the Spanish government 
to all the authorities as soon as they received no- 
tice of the French invasion, commanding them to 
proceed immediately to hostilities with all the 
means in their power. The Spaniards are very 
busy in organizing their army, and the soldiery 
are all flocking to the defence of the capital, and 
appear determined to give their opponents a warm 
reception, 


FROM TURKEY. 


The editors of the Boston Daily Advertiser, have 

received Smyrna papers to March 21, from which 
they have made some short extracts. A fleet was 
fitting out, with great activity, to cruize on the 
opening of the spring against the Greeks. It was 
to consist entirely of frigates, corvettes, and small 
vessels, ‘Fhe Ipsariotes had 48 vessels and the Hy- 
driotes 35, ready for the approaching campaign. 
They exulted in the prospect of having only fri- 
gates of the second class to combat. 
LATTAKIA, Jan. 24.—The earthquakes still 
continue, though we do not feel the shocks very 
sensibly. The rebel Abdullah Pacha still holds 
cut against the troops which have been sent 
against him by the Porte. The Greek insurgents 
are still cruizing along the coasts of Syria, and 
have taken several Turkish vessels which were 
going to Alexandria, 
ALEPPO, Feb. 6—We are not free from shocks 
of Earthquakes, but they are not violent. Yester- 
day a Tartar arrived here bearing despatches from 
Darud Pacha to Bagdad, to demand assistance. — 
The troops after a battle with the Persians have 
retreated. The latter have fortified themselves at 
Menduli. This war becomes every day more se- 
rious. Itis said that terrible tempests prevail 
which have occasioned incalculable losses, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, February 28—Impor- 
tant changes have taken place in the Ottoman 
ministry. Several Orestas have been banished: 
others strangled. These violent measures are at- 
tributed to the discovery which has been fortu- 
nately made of a conspiracy, the consequences of 
which would have endangered the peace of the 
empire. 
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FROM VALPARAISO, 

A letter from a gentleman at Valparaiso, dated 
February 17, says, “ General Friere, has arrived 
here from Conception with 2500 men, and has ta- 
ken the Director.prisoner. Friere has 3000 men 
on the road from Conception to this city, and 3000 
men from Coquimbo are about two miles from the 
city, waiting to join him.—The Director arrived at 
Valparaiso the same day that Friere arrived in the 
harbor. He (the Director) was immediately put 
under a guard of 200 men, and is yet a prisoner. 
Gen. Friere approached near the city on the 15th, 
with all his troops. He does not wish to take the 
Director’s chair, but is determined to make a com- 
plete change, and have an elective government. — 
He is the Washingion of this country. The change 
will be beneficial to fereigners, as he is very 
friendly to them. These events have put a stop 
to all business for the time. In fine, matters are 
discouraging. At one season we have the grain 
crop failing ; at another our city is shaken to its 
foundations by earthquakes ; and immediately af.- 
ter this every thing is turned topsy-turvy by revo. 
lution. To-day (February 17), we had another 
shock of an earthquake, at about 2 o’clock. The 
water in a tub in the yard was thrown out, and the 
tub rolled with the earth like the motion ef a boat. 
The shock continued about two or three minutes. 
I shall leave here as soon as possible for America. 
The government is very ynsettled, and the earth 
on which we stand does not appear to be any fir. 
mer than the government.” 
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Accounts from Pernambuco, to April 
2ist, state that heavy bends were required 
of alli vessels sailing thence for the south 
not to touch at St. Salvador.

The following anecdote of Dr. Franklin, was re- 
cently told by the &x-President, John Adams.

_ rary frends in London, when the subject of fables 
was the topic of conversation. It seemed to be the 
general sentiment thatthe subject was exhausted. 
The Dr. was appealed to for his opinion, who said 
he thought quite otherwise, and that there was 
stil! a rich fund, on which future ZEsops might de- 
Velo and instruct mankind, Lord Spencer asked 
“om to give them a specimen of his powers in that 
science ‘The dispute between Great Britain and 
her colonies had been under discussion; when, in 
allusion to that subject, he fabricated the following 
fable, which may beé considered prophetic as to 
the resuh of that controversy: 

* An cagie, scaling round a farmer’s barn, spied 
in the yard.a hare, and darting down upon hin, 
seized him in his claws, and mounted with him 
high in the air. Bot he soon found that the animal 
had ciasped his body with her fore paws, so that 
be could with difficulty preserve iis balance in 
the cir; and what -+was worse, she had seized his 
throat with her jaws; and above ail, he found to 
is sorrow that be had mistaken a cat for a hare! 
The cage says tothe cat, ‘Jet go your hold and J 
will release you.” ‘Oh no!" said the cat, * you 
brought me op here against my will, and TE have 
he notion of falling from this height. You auust 
stoop and sek me down,” 


SOLONEL BOON, 


The history uf Colonel] Boon is that of thousands 
of lus coutrymen, As population advanced he re- 
tired west, sometimes bounding several hundred 
miles ata time. Although a semi-savage in his 
pleaures and pursuits, he wag not so in ferocity. 
His manners and disposition were placable and 
kind. His heart was frank, hevest and sincere. —

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE HOLT. 

In the reign of Queen Anne, 1604, several free- 
men of the borough of Aylesbury, who proved 
their quabfications, were retused the hiberty of voi. 
ing at the election of a member of parhament — 
The law in such cases imposes a fine of £100 for 
every such offence. On this principle they appiied 
to Lord Holt, who ordered the officer to be arrest- 
ed. The House of Commons, alarmed at this step, 
ynade an order of the house to make it penal for 
either judge, counsel or attorney, to assist at the 
trial; however, the Lord Chief Justice and several 
lawyers wrre hardy enough to oppose this order, 
and brought it.on in the Court of King’s Bench.— 
The house highly irritated at this contempt of their 
order, sent a sergeant at arms for the judge to 
appear before them; but that resolute defender of 
the laws bade him with a voice of authority, “ be- 
gone !’”? on which they sent a second message by 
their Speaker, attended by as many members as 
espoused the measure. After the Speaker, had 
delivered his message, his Lordship replied to him 
in the following remarkable words: “ Go back to 
your chair, Mr. Speaker, within this five minutes, 
or you may depend upen it} will send you to New- 
gate! You speak of your authority, but Pll tell you 
i sit here as an interpreter of the laws, and a dis 
tributor of justice, and were the whole House of 
Commons in your belly, I would not stir one foot!” 
The Speaker was prudent enough to retire, and 
the House were equally prudent in letiing the affair 
drop.

GREEN MONKEYS OF SOUTH AMERICA. 

An English officer, serving in the Colombian 
army, gives the following particulars of the Green 
Monkeys of South America: By night the trees 
were visited by groupes of green monkeys, who 
kept up such a horrid chattering as prevented 
our enjoying a single moment’s repose until day, 
when we were beset by immense flocks of par- 
rots, paroquets, and macaws, more noisy than our 
nocturnal visiters.

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CONGRESS OF THE U. STATES. 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES,—Dec. 10. 

Reception of La Fayette—At 1 o'clock, accord- 
ing to previous arrangement, Gen. LA FAYETTE 
appeared, attended by a Committee of twenty-four 
members of the House of Representatives, and 
was introduced to the House by Mr. Mitchell, 
Chairman of the Committee. 

On the General’s entry, the members and per- 
sons admitted on the floor of the House, rose and 
remained standing, uncovered. 

Mr. Speaker then rose, and, in behalf of the 
House, addressed the Nation’s Guest, in the fol- 
jowing elaquent strain, adorned by those graces 
of oratory tor which be is bighly distinguished : 

“Generac: The House of Representatives of 
the United States, impelled alike by its own feel- 
ings and by those of the whole American people, 
could not have assigned to me a more gratifying 
duty than that of being its organ to present to you 
cordial congratulations upon the occasion of your 
recent arrival to the United States, in compliance 
with the wishes of Congress, and to assure you of 
the high satisfaction which your presence affords 
on this early theatre of your glory and renown.— 
Although but few of the members who compose 
this body shared with you in the war of our revo- 
lution, all have a knowledge, from impartiai his- 
tory, or from faithful tradition, of the perils, the 
sufferings, and the sacrifices, which you volunta- 
rily encountered, and the signal services, in Ameri- 
ca and in Europe, which you performed for an in- 
fant, a distant, and an alien people; aud all feel 
and own the very great extent of the obligations 
under which you have placed our country. But 
the relations in which you have ever stuod to the 
United States, interesting and important as they 
have been, do not constitute the only motive of the 
respect and admiration which this House enter- 
tains for you. Your consistency of character, your 
uniform devotion to regulated liberty, in ali the vi- 
cissitudes of a long and arduous life, also com- 
mands iis highest admiration, During ali the re- 
cen: convulsions of Europe, amidst, as after the 
dispersion of, every political storm, the people of 
the United States has ever beheld you true to your 
old principles, firm and erect, cheering and ani- 
mating, with your well known voice, the votaries 
of Liberty, its faithful and fearless champion, 
ready to shed the last drop of that blood which, 
here, you so treely and nobly spilt in the same holy 
cause. The vain wish has been sometimes indulg- 
ed, that Providence would allow the patriot, after 
death, to return to his country, and to contem- 
plate the intermediate changes which had taken 
place—to view the forests felled, and cities built, 
the mountains levelled, the canals cut, the high- 
ways constructed, the progress of the arts, the 
advancement o: learning, and the increase of po- 
pulation. General, your present visit to the Unit- 
ed States is the realization of the consoling object 
of that wish. You are in the midst of posterity! 
Every where you must have been struck with 
the great changes, physical and moral, which 
have occurred since you left us. Even this very 
city, bearing a venerated name, alike endeared to 
you and to us, has since emerged from the forest 
which then covered its site. In one respect, you 
behold us unaltered, and that is in the sentiment 
of continued devotion to liberty, and of ardent af- 
fection and profound gratitude to your departed 
friend, the father of his country, and to your illus- 
trious associates, in the field and in the Cabinet, 
for the muitiplied blessings which surround us, 
and for the very privilege of addressing you, 
which IE now exercise. This sentiment, so fondly 
cherished by more than ten millions of people, 
will be transmitted, with unabated vigor, down 
the tide of time, through the countless millions 
whio are destined to inhabit this Continent, to their 
latest posterity.” 

To which address, Gen. La Favetrs replied, 
in a tone in which energy of character and sensi- 
bility of feeling were most interestingiy blended, 
to the following effeet : 

** Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of 
Representatives .— While the people of the United 
States and their honorable Representatives ir Con- 
gress, bave deigned to make choice of me, one of 
the American vetefias, to signity in his person 
their esteem for our joint services and their attach. 
ment to the principles for which we have had the 
honor to fight and bleed, I am proud and happy to 
share those extraordinary favors with my dear re- 
volutionary companions—yet, it would be, on my 
part, uncandid and ungratetul not to acknowledge 
my personal share in those testimonies of kind. 
ness, aS they excite in my breast emotions which 
no adequate words could express. My obligations 
to the United States, sir, far exceed any merit I 
might claim, They date from the time when I 
have had the Rappiness to be adopted as a young 
soldier, a favored son of America. They have 
been continued to me during almost half a centu- 
ry of constant affection and confidence, and now, 
sir, thanks to your most gratifying imitation, 1 find 
myself greeted by a series of welcomes, one hour 
of which would more than compensate tor the 
public exertions and sufievings of a whole life.— 
The approbation of the American people and their 
Representatives, fur my conduct during the vicissi- 
tudes of the European Revolution, is the highest 
reward 1 could receive. Well may I stand “ firm 
and erect,” when, in their names, and by you, Mr. 
Speaker, I am «leclared to have, in every instance, 
been faithful to those American principles of liber- 
ty, equality, and true social order, the devotion to 
which, as it has been from my earliest youth, so 
it shall continue to be of my latest breath. You 
have been pleased, Mr. Speaker, to allude to the 
peculiar felicity of my situation, when, after so long 
an absence, 1 am called to witness the immense im- 
provements, and admirable communications, the 
prodigious creations of which we find an exam- 
ple in this city, whose name itself is a venerated 
Palladium ; in a word, all the grandeur and pros- 
perity of these happy United States, which, at 
the same time they nobly secure the complete as- 
sertion of American Independence, refiect on eve- 
ry part of the world the light of a far superior po- 
litical civilization. What better pledge can be 
given of a persevering national love of liberty, 
when those blessings are evidently the result of a 
virtuous resistance to oppression, and Of institutions 
founded on the rights of man and the Republican 
piinciple of self-government. No, Mr. Spea- 
ker, posterity has not begun for me—since, in the 
sons of my companions, and friends, I find the 
same public feelings, and, permit me to add, the 
same feelings in my behalf, which I had the hap- 
piness to experience in their fathers. Sir, 1 have 
been aliowed, forty years ago, before a commit- 
tee of a congress of thirteen states, to express 
the fond wishes of an American heart. On this 
day Ihave the hoaor, and enjoy the delight, to 
congratulate the representatives of the Un:on, so 
vastly enlarged, on the realization of those wish- 
es, even beyond every human expectation, and 
upon the almost infinite prospects we can with 
certainty anticipate. Permit me, Mr. Speaker, 
and gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 
to join, to the expression of those sentiments, a 
tribute of my lively gratitude, affectionate devo- 
tion, and profound respect.” 

After the General and the members had resum- 
ed their seats, and a short pause occurred, 

Mr. Mitchell, the organ of the committee of 
reception, moved an adjournment.

A number of distinguished guests were present, 
and every thing was conducted with the utmost 
harmony. 

A letter from Port au Prince, Hayti, dated 18th 
ult. says that a vessel bad arrived there, from 
Philadelphia, full of emigrants, with the Smad 
Pox raging among them. She was ordered out- 
side of the harbour, and directions were given that 
not an individual should be perinitted to land, 

James Pleasants, was, on the 8th inst. re-elected 
Governor of the State of Virginia, by the Legisla+ 
ture, for one year. 

‘The Governor of South Carolina communicat- 
ed to the Senate of the State, on the Ist inst. a 
resolution from the Legislature of Georgia, pro- 
posing the following amendment of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States: “ That no part of the 
Constitution of the United States ought to be con- 
strued, or shall be construed, to authorize the im- 
portation or ingress of any person of colour into 
any of the United States, contrary to the laws of 
such states.” 

The Legislature of Maryland have re-elected 
Samuel Stevens, Goversor of that State, by a 
unanimous vote. 

Great preparations are making at Plymouth, 
Mass. for celebrating the anniversary of the land- 
ing of the Fore-fathers of New England, on the 
22d inst. A Discourse is to be delivered on the oc- 
casion by Professor Everitt. The interior of the 
Pilgrim Edifice is in a state of forwardness. The 
“feast of shell’ ts to be held in the lower Hall, and 
in the evening there is to be a splendid Ball in the 
upper oue. 

American schooner Harriet which was wrecked 
near the Barbary Coast, was struck by a whirl- 
wiad, which capsized and sunk her almost imme- 
diately. She went down so quickly that the crew 
ad to dive to cut the lashings of the long boat, 
in which they saved themselves. 

Befure the U. S. sloop of War Ontario, left 
Malaga, some Spanish ladies visited the vessel, 
and when the American band played ‘ Viva la Con- 
stitucion, long live the Constitution,’ they shed 
tears. This is an affecting tribute, which was 
rarely paid, we presume, to the royal despotism 
during its prostration.

The Governor’s Message is considered of im- 
portance, in such measure as it unfolds to view 
the progress of the improvements and internal re- 
sources of the state, and the relations subsisting 
between this and the other branches of the Repub- 
lic—it is ajso expected to exemplify, by sound 
theory, hiow and in what manner the monies in the 
treasury may be employed to promote the objects 
of a wise and prudent administration of the public 
concerns, that the people may not be burthened 
with an unnecessary weight of taxes, during a 
time of exalted national prosperity. Although Mr. 
Shuize does not take that extensive view of 
affairs as did bis predecessor, his message is not 
the less entitled to attention and respect. As we 
have been anticipated in the publication of it, we 
shall confine ourselves merely to a cursory view 
of its contents. The blessings of liberty and peace 
which we enjoy—our rising greatness—the firm 
and dignified policy of the general government— 
the arrival of General La Fayette, and the grati- 
tude and regard manifested for him,—are sub- 
jects, in order, which are spoken of with partial 
feelings by the Governor, at the commencement 
of his message. He notices, with some minuteness, 
the unnecessary delay which frequently occurs in 
our courts, in the administration of the law; and 
recommeads the adoption of measures calculated 
to lessen the grievance, as it subjects our citizens 
to the most flagran: injustice, and is attended 
with ruinous expense, and loss of time to parties 
and witnesses. This has been attributed to the 
facility affurded to writs of error from the Supreme 
Courts to the decisions of the iaferior courts — 
Whenever a case bas been fairly tried, (says his 
excellency) it is a disgrace to any code of laws 
to have it remanded on any technical objection. 
The delay, on account of the absence of wit. 
nesses, is stated as another grievance, which it 
is proposed to remedy by the reading of their de- 
positions—that the issue of ** devisavit vel non,” 
that is, whether the testator did or did not de. 
vise, when left to the jury, has been decided to 
conclude the right to the personal, but not to the 
real property of the deceased—in other words, 
that the party died with, and without making a 
will. He suggests that the issue, when found by 
the jury, should conclude the question with re- 
gard to the real, as well as to personal property, 
so that 4 man might rot die both testate and intes- 
tates On the subject of the commissioners ap- 
pointed for promoting internal improvement, be 
says—** The act of the last session may be consi- 
dered as the continuation of a system destined at 
no distant day to mingle the waters of the west 
with the Atlantic. Whenever the necessary infor- 
mation has been collected, and the practicability 
of canals in the western section of our state fully 
ascertained, it will be the part of a well regulated 
and wise policy, to extend, with a liberal hand, 
the fostering aid of the government. The resources 
of the state are fully equal with the enterprize, 
and every reliance may be securely placed upon 
the intelligence and patriotism of our citizens. 
From the information we have already obtained, 
there ig but little doubt, that Pennsylvania pre- 
-ents the cheapest and best route far the connec- 
tion of the western states with the Atlantic, in 
which event, we may confidently expect the aid 
of the general ment in this national work, 
so incalculable in its advantages to the diflerent 
states of our wide extended and extending con- 
federacy.”

FOR THE SATURDAY EVENING POST, 
The present is an age, which may be emphati- 
cally called an age of improvement. Possessing, 
as we do, the assistance of all former generations, 
together with the progressive state of human m 
tellect, we look back upon tbe inventions of our 
torefatiers, as being, in many respects, rude and 
imperfect. Hence, every year ushers into exist 
ence some new piece of mechanism, calculated to 
facilitate and diminish buman labour, and thus 
contribute to the comfort and convenience of man. 
But, whilst the mechanic arts are thus rapidly 
advancing towards a state of perfection, and re- 
ceive the fostering care of statesmen and legisla- 
lators, it is to be lamented, that almost every 
effort of intellect, to advance the progress of sci- 
ence and knowledge, is branded by the votaries 
of former systems with the opprobrious epithet 
of innovation. 

Perhaps, to no branch of useful science, can the 
above remarks be applied, with greater propriety, 
than to that of English Grammar. From the firs: 
introduction of letters, till the present period, lan. 
guage hag been a subject of criticism and investi 
gation: and po doubt it will continue to receive 
the attention of the erudite and refined, until lan- 
guage and tongues shall cease-to exist. The ex- 
istence of so many treatises on the subject of 
Grammar, proves to a demonstration, that many 
are convinced of the imperfections of previous 
works. But while all aim at improvement, they 
seem to build their structures upon the same 
basis, and consequently, in many respects, ob- 
scure their subject by words, without knowledge. 
Hence, while one says I am of Paul, and another 
I am of Apollos, the inquirer after truth becomes 
enveloped in a labyrinth of doubt and uncertain- 
ty. The highest attainment that can be secured 
by the present systems, amounts to nothing more 
than a “ perhaps,” “it may be so,” or, * it can 
be so,” on many important points respecting the 
true import of terms, or the philosophical con- 
struction of seatences. One unavoidable conse- 
quence of this confusion and uncertainty, is, that 
we have almost as many methods of parsing cer- 
tain words and phrases, as there are systems of 
Grammar, or living instructors. 

The above premises being correct, I am pre- 
pared to introduce to the notice of youth, whose 
judgments are matured, a System, which, for its 
superiority and beauty, is worthy of the immedi- 
ate.attention of all those who aspire to correctness 
of speaking and writing the Englisb language. 
The public are wel! acquainted wiih the preten- 
sions of Mr. Grout, whose system of Grammar, 
although unknown to many, has been made the 
subject of scoff and ridicule. Such opposition, 
from persons entirely unacquainted with Mr. G.’s 
system, is an act of injustice to the talents and 
ingenuity of that gentleman, as gross and unme. 
rited as it is liberal and unbecoming on the part 
of its authors. 

The question at issue should not be, “ Is his 
system old or new? Does he pursue the same 
beaten track with those who have gone before 
him, as it respects classification and arrangement 
of words?” But utility and perspicuity should be 
the criterion, by which to approve or condemn, 
From an acquaintance with both systems, the 
writer is prepared to say, that the advantages to 
be derived from the system under consideration, 
are greater than those attainable by any system 
extant. ‘fhe comprebensive and definite construc- 
tion of the system, the classification of words ac- 
cording to their true import, and the lucid and 
appropriate nature of his illustrations, are caleu-.

Master Hiubard’s Exhibition of Cuitiugs. 

To mark the early develupmert; and the 
gress of genius, is en occupation pee@liarly gratily- 
ing to the liberal mind, and the display of ordinary 
talent at an early age, not only affonls amusement 
io those whe merely seek the gratification of cu- 
riosity, but has roused the speculation of men of 
science and learning, Amidst the juvenile pradi- 
gies of the present day, We have Miss Clara Fi-h- 
er, emjnent in the hisiriomic art, Master Aspul as 
a musician, and Master Hubarc, whose powers of 
graphic delincation, with materials apparently the 
most dead and inexpressive, have excited the as- 
tonishment of all who have beheld bis produc- 
tions. The ease and rapidity with which he cuts 
the most mntvicate fivures,im paper, with common 
scissors, and without the sid of pregions drawing, 
8 the result of ataleut peculiarly bis own, ana 
bespesks a delicacy and quickness pf vision, and 
a steadiness of nerve, which, if cultwated to the 
attainment of the higher qualifications of the pain- 
ier, would probably cusbie lim to peach a distin 
guished eminence in the art. He appears to pro- 
duce with equal facility and despateh, figures of 
men and animals, ir every variety of graceful 
atiitude, trees, landscapes, tancy pieces, and cor- 
rect likenesses of the different individuals who 
honor him with a viSit. The iast is the work of a 
few moments ; and where the figure or feature to 
be represented are not altogether deficient in that 
prominence or expression, which can alone impart 
spirit to a profile, he seldom fails in producing 
likenesses so perfect aid striking, that they fully 
illustrate the fact, that fidelity of outline consti- 
tutes more of the merit of a picture than painters 
generally suppose. Master Hubard traces bis 
features exactly as they appear. Ifa lady’s stray 
curl intersects the line of ber forehead, or the 
told of a garment breaks the outline of the back, 
he, with the most scrupulous fidelity, delineates 
both, and we verily believe, such is his careless com- 
posure, that were a fly to settle on a gentleman’s 
nose Whilst he sat for his likeness, it would be as 
rigidly outlined as any part of the miniature. —The 
young and handsome have nothing to complain of 
in all this, but we: cannot help thinking it some- 
what uncourteous in the young artist so sternly 
to exhibit to those to whom nature has been less 
bountilul, every lite imperiect‘on without exten- 
uation; and we think he might, without any re- 
duction of bis popularity, take a little paring from 
noses of unmannerly length, and add it to those 
which * in longuiude are sorely scanty.’ Be this 
as it may, bis productions have, since he first vis- 
ited Liverpool, met with the warmest approbation in 
the northern metropolis and in Glasgow, where 
be was honored with the patronage and support 
of the most distinguished literary and scientific 
men, and as he has, with a becoming industry, 
made many valuable additions to his collection 
and bas established bis fame in an art in which 
he has no competitors, we shall supply a brief 
notice of his birth, and conclude with drawing 
pubiue attention to several of the most striking of 
his performances. 

Our young artist was born at Whitechureh, in 
the county of Shropshire, of respectable but not 
opulent parents, and he ig now about fourteen 
years of age —_ His talents were first discovered at 
a very early age, and in a-meannty which reminds 
us of the dawning of genius in the late highly 
distinguished President of the Royal Academy, 
Mr. West. The latter, while only ia his seventh 
year, was one day lett to watch the infant child o! 
one of iis sisters while it was asleep, and, struck 
wiih its beauty and innocence, he seized a pen 
which was at hand, and with red and black ink 
attempted to delineate a portrait. Oa the entrance 
of his mother into the apartment, be endeavored 
to conceal it, but the oid lady prevailed upon him 
to show it; and, looking at the drawing, found, 
with infinite delight, that he had made ‘a like 
ness of little Sally,” and thus encouraged, he went 
on till be became eminent as a painter. Little 
Hubard, when about the same age, bad been with 
his parents to the village church, and was observ. 
ed to be remarkably demure and attentive. Short- 
'y, however, sfier his return home, they were 
surprised to find him cutting fgures from a sheet 
of paper—correct likeness of their minister, 
(whom, it seems, he had beentaking off.) his pul- 
pitand his presentor, His talent thus forcibly 
developed was encouraged, aml he soon reached 
that degree of perfection which continues to ren- 
der him every day an object of increasing curiosi- 
ty and admiration. Master Hubard’s gallery 
abounds with spirited likenesses of many distin- 
guished living characters, most of them full 
lengths—and all of them acknowledged likeness- 
es. Inthe delineation of the eccentric characters 
in humble life in the towns through which he kas 
passed, he has been particularly successful; and 
the grouping of them, and other figures in frames, 
is ingenious and appropriate. Some of the fi- 
gures are relieved by being bronzed, but many of 
them are full of expression without the aid of a 
pencil. A clump of trees amongst other pieces, 
cut from gold paper, is beautiful, and on examin. 
ing the minute und multitudinous branches: with 
thew thousand varied inflexions—one is astonish- 
ed that so elaborate a piece could be produced 
with a pair of scissors. Our limits do not permit 
us to notice the numerous figures as we should 
wish, most of which (for there are exceptions) 
whether representing animate or inanimate na- 
ture, are extremely well executed, but we cannot 
conclude without directing the attention of visi- 
tors to those pieces which exhibit a novel applica- 
tion of Master Hubard’s art—to the production of 
a species of light and shade. This effect is pro- 
duced by minute lines, cut out inthe black paper, 
which form the profile, or shape of the object, and 
as these lines become white, when the paper is 
placed on a white ground—-they produce a relief 
and perspective, of a peculiarly expressive and 
curious character. In this manner Master Hu- 
bard has compieted three large views—one of the 
High-street, Oxford—one of the Westminster Ab- 
bey—and another of the new Catholic Chapel, in 
Giasgow. But we must, for the present, tak: 
leave of this young artist.

CULTIVATION OF COFFEE, 

The coffee tree has only a single stem, which 
rises perpendicularly, and is well filled with 
branches from within a foot of the ground up- 
wards. In order that the fruit may be gathered 
with facility, the tree is not suffered to grow 
more than five feet and a half high. Its general 
form is conical. 

A coffee-fieid is laid out with great attention to 
order and beauty. A piece of level ground is 
chosen, which usually has a red soil, and is ge- 
nerally free from stones. A square or parallelo-, 
gram is then marked out,,containing from 100 to 
540 acres, to be enclosed, in a hedge of iimes, 
pinon, or some other suitable material —The lime 
hedge is very beautiful, being trom four to six 
feet.thick, and having its top, by frequent trim-

Thus the whole ground is thrown into squares, 
which are to be filled with coffee piants. These, 
having previously grown to the height of one or 
two feet, from seeds sown under the shade ol! 
some grove, are carefully transplanted, and are 
arranged in rows parallel with the avenues, and 
nearly six feet apart. A square coutains 10, 20, 
or 30,000 trees. By the third year from this ume, 
they begin to renumerate the planter; and at the 
end of six or seven years, may be regarded as 
mature. When a tree dies,a new one takes its 
place ; but the original plantation is expected to 
live 15 years. Among the coffee, especially when 
it is new, the plantation as suflered to grow, for 
the purpose of giving bread to the negroes. Here 
and there, also, the orange and citron trees lift 
their golden fruit above the surface; and far 
above ali the rest, the privileged palm, in every 
direction, waves its beautiful summit. 

Such plantations ave great, splendid gardens, 
and are justly regarded by the inhabitants as the 
glory of their island. 

The plantations that are finished, contain from 

100,000 to 400,000 trees in each, and are wrought 
by fiom 40 to 400 negroes; and in proportion to 
the gross income, the expence in conducting 
them is said to be considerahly less than that of 
the sugar estates. Hence their number is more 
rapidiy augmenting. 
The trees generally blossom in February, and 
in the early part of May, and sometimes ofteuer ; 
but the blossom, on which most dependence is 
placed, is the one in May. Then a vast level sur. 
fuce, white as the drifted snow, is presented to 
the beholder; but varied and enlivened by the 
taller trees just mentioned. The harvest com- 
mences in Sepiember, and ends in February or 
March. If within this time the average of half a 
pound of coffee is gathered from each tree, the 
harvest is esteemed good, 

When the berries acquire a dark red colour, 
they are considered ripe for gathering, and the 
negroes, properly equipped, are sent into the 
field, An industrious negro will gather five bush 
els in a day; and a bushel in the pulp, fresh from 
the tree, is expected to yield at least (en pounds 
of good coffee. It is then spread upon exiensive 
dryers made of stone mortar. ‘This process re 
quires neurly a month. The husk, or shell, is 
then separated from the seed, in a mill, which ex 
actly resembles the mills in this country, where 
apples are ground in a circular trough, by a huge 
rolling stone—excepting that the roller for the 
coff-e is wood, though of considerable weigtit. In 
a few cases, a machine of a very difievent con- 
struction is used; but it needs not be described. 

The pulp beng removed, the whole is exposed 
to the action of a fan, and then of a sieve, after 
which the female slaves car-tully pick out the de- 
fective kernels. From 12 to 15 hundred pounds 
may thus be cleaned in a day. In the opinion of 
the planters, the flavour of coffee is materially 
improved by age That which is four or five 
years old is pre'erred.

The Kangaroo, is as great a curiosity as any to 
be found in the pages of natural history. His 
body is shaped like a sugar loaf, with a head 
somewhat resembling that of a wolf. His hinder 
legs are twenty-eight inches in length, and ex- 
tremely vigorous; his tore legs only eight. He 
sits in an erect position like a dog in the atutude 
of begging for his meals. If we attach to this 
singular animal a long tail, we shall have the 
figure of the Kangaroo. When attacked, he 
throws himself on his back, with his long legs 
gathered infront, grasps his enemy with his fore 
feet, and with his hinder, rips the entrails from 
the body! Incapable of walking, he moves in an 
erect position, with long and vigorous bounds to- 
wards his object, somewhat resembling those of 
a grass-hopper. But the writer of the Field 
Sports, presents us, below, with a new feature 
in the character of this singular animal. When 
assailed by the hounds, it seems that he some- 
times retreats to the watery element, and stand- 
ing erect, with his head and fore feet above his 
fortification, awaits the attack of his enemy. As 
the dog is compelled to swim, before he can 
come within his reach, this murderous ruffian 
grasps his antagonist with his fore paws, and 
sinking a little, with his own head above the wa- 
ter, drowns him without any mercy. 


FIELD SPORTS OF NEW S. WALES. 


The country abounds in game. All the opos- 
sum tribe are night animals, and the settlers hunt 
them in the moonlight evenings, when they come 
out to feed. The dogs chase them until they 
run up a tree, at the foot of which they stand 
and bark, when the hunter either knocks them 
down with Sticks, shoots them, or cuts down the 
tree. You may in this way, often in a few hours 
of a fine evening, kill a dozen handicoots, opos- 
sums, squirrels, and native cats, if the country 
around has not been much hunted. You usually 
hunt the kangaroo with cross bred greyhounds, 
which are named ‘ Kangaroo dogs.’ ‘The best 
time is the morning early, before they retire 
from feeding, and when once you lay the dogs 
on, you must follow ata full gallop, in order to 
keep sight, and secure the carcase. The large 
kangaroos are dangerous to attack, from their 
hugging the dogs like a bear, and tearing their 
bowels out with their hindclaws. They will gut 
a dog with these as clean as if done with a knife, 
from the sharpness of the claw, and great power 
they have in their hind legs. Wounds from these 
and the emus are so common as to be nothing 
thought of, the old hunters usually carrying a 
needle and thread to sew them up. The old 
kangaroos will often hop off with a halfa dozen 
dogs hanging about them ; and I was told of one 
at Van Diemen’s Land, which carried a man be- 
longing to Mr. Cunning, for a considerable dis- 
tance, and was nearly tumbling him over a pre- 
cipice. The cunning old dogs usually select a 
small kangaroo out of a flock, knowing the large 
ones are so difficult to kill. The kangaroos 
bound along at the offset with amazing rapidity ; 
they almost ag to fly from the immense 
springs they take, and in leaping make no other 
use of their tail than merely as a balance, bound- 
ing off their hind legs only. The dogs usually 
seize them by the throat; but if a single dog 
runs down a large kangaroo, the latter will often 
turn round and give battle, when, if the dog is 
afraid to engage, he runs barking round his vic- 
tim till others come to his assistance. When a 
kangaroo is hard pressed, it always makes for a 
oo] of water, where, by reason of its long legs 
it can stand firmly upright, while the dogs are 
obliged to swim. .A battle in the water betwee 
dogs and a lar zaroo, 1S. g 
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water with the greatest adroitness, and holds him 

there until drowned, «mless others arrive to his 
‘rescue, when he releases his half-drowned adver- 

sary who makes for the shore in great haste, and 
| endeavours to dispose of his other antagonists in 
j the same way. Ihave seen a Kangaroo tire out 
| six dogs in this manner, and, if the hunter is not 
j at hand, it is ten to one but he will drown seve- 
i rel.

LOGIC.—A curious decision in the early part 
of Elizabeth’s reign, is reported by Piowden, 
which we here notice, because it has been suppos- 
ed to be the object of the ridicule of Shawspeare 
in the reasoning of the grave digger in Haslet, 
upon the drowning of Ophelia. 

Sir James Hales, a Judge of the Common Pleas, 
and his wife, were juint-tenanis of a term for 
years. Sir James commitied suicide, by drown- 
ing. Onthe argument that the term forf-ited to 
the king by the felony, aud not to his wite, Chief 
Justice Dyer said: *The felony is attribuced to 
the act, which act is alway» done by a living man, 
and in his life-time, as Brown, [one of the presid- 
ing Justices] said, for he said, Sir James Hales 
was ‘lead: and how came he to his death? It 
may be answered, by drowning. And who drown. 
td bum? Sir James Hales. And when did he 
drown him ? In his life-time. So that Sir James 
Hales being alive, caused Sir Jumes Hales to die; 
and the act of the living man was the death of the 
dead man. And then for this offence it is reason. 
able to punish the living man who committed the 
offence, and not the dead man. But how can he 
be said to be punished alive, when the puvishment 
comes after his death? Sir, this can be Cone no 
other way, but by divesting out of him, from the 
time of the act done in his lite, which was the 
cause of bi» death, the title and property of those 
things which he had in lis life-time ” 





FROM THE BEREAN, 


I observe in the “Circular,” a Trinitarian paper 
published in Wiimington, some “ Remarks on a 
Letter from Elias Hicks to Dr. N. Shoemaker,” by 
a writer over the signature of Z'keophilus, We are 
by no means surprised at the iliberal sentiments 
of this writer ; the character of the paper in which 
they appear is a sufficient apology for his * Re. 
marks.” It was originally a plant of a narrow sec. 
tarian character, and, as might have been expect- 
ed, has been remarkable for its unchari‘able fruits. 

He begins by telling his readers that he is * au- 
thorized to conclude that this mest dangerous, be- 
cause most popular man, holds unworthy und de- 
grading views of the holy Scriptures—denies the 
fall of man—the divinity of Christ—the reality of 
his propitiation for the sins of the world—and pro- 
pagates other doctrines, subyersive of the very 
foundation of Coristianity—in other words, he is 
an Unitarian.” 

Now what are we to think of the character of 
this writer, who at the very time he would make 
us believe that he was concerned for the interests 
of that religion which teaches “not to bear false 
witness against a neighbor,” has, in one short para- 
graph, made jive charges against Elias Hick, not 
one of which ts true! 

It is not my intention to eter into a discussion 
of these charges—to fill the columns of the Berean 
with a controversy which is now in abler hands— 
but in a brief manner to shew that the difference 
which subsists between E. Hicks and those who 
oppose him, does not arise from any disregard on 
his part to the doctrines of the old and new Tes- 
taments—and from any disbelief of their authenti- 
city, but from a different mode of understanding 
them. 

The ground then of this difference is precisely 
ihe same on which all the secis in Christendom 
differ trom each other. They all claim Scripture 
authority for their respective doctrines and opi- 
nions : So does Elias Hicks ! They all take the liberiy 
to put their own constructions on the text: Soe 
does Elias Hicks! They all suppose they have 
discovered the genuine meaning of the Scripwure 
writers: So does Elias Hicks!—What ground 
then, bas this writer for charging Elias Hicks with 
holding “ unworthy and degrading views of the 
holy Scriptures ?”’ Not any better than Elias Hicks 
has for charging him and his Trinitarian brethren, 
with holding degrading views of the same wril- 
ings !—irrational notions of the Divine nature ! 

That Elias Hicks * denies the fall of man,” is a 
bare unsupported assertion, and wholly untrue. — 
He admits that Adam and Eve by disobedience 
fell from their holy, innocent, paradisical state— 
and he also admits that every son and daughter of 
ihe primogenitors of mankind, who disobey the 
commands of a holy God, fall in the same way— 
He admits that *‘in Adam all die ;” that is in sin 
or disobedience, every transgressor falls, as Adam 
did, from the favour of God into the death of sins 
from which he cannot recover himselt, ty 
be, and is, wholly indebted-for restoration @* 
Second Adam, the Lord from. 
ening Spiri”—in other 
“ God manifest in. the fi 
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1s ia ee to that eatliont 
imony, 1 ,iv. 2, * Every spirit that contess- 
eth that Sesus Christ is come in the flesh, is of God” 
—and according to the testimony of the Apostle 
Paul, that Chis: is “ihe Wisdom of God, and the 
power of Gud,” is “ God manifest in the flesh.’ 

Now no plainer confession to the divinity of 
Christ can possibly be made, than this is If Canist 
is * God manifest in the flesh,” then is Christ Gov 
—and, if Gon is divine, which the opposers of Elias 
Hicks wil not I presume deny, then CunisT is di. 
eine—and then, here is a full and unequivocal ac- 
Enowledgment to the divinity of Christ. 

And this is plain Scripture doctrine—easi'y un- 
derstood ; siript indeed of the absurdities and mys- 
teries of the Athanasian scheme, but sanctioned 
by the experience of every true Christian. “ That 
which may be known of God,” said the Apostle, 
is manifest in man, for God hath shewed it unto 
him’’—and that which is noe known of God, by his 
own manifestation in the soul,is no knowledge of God 
—itis a mere opinion or notion of him, derived from 
books or men—and is of no value to its possessor 
no more than a notion of light is to the man born 
blind ! 4 

The next charge aguinst Elias Hicks, is that 
“he denies the rra/ity of Chrisi’s propitiation for 
the sins of the world!’ A charge without the least 
foundation, and most obviously false. Nothing can 
more exactly express the views of Elias Hicks, on 
the natere of Christ’s propitiatory office, than the 
text of the apostle, “ And he [Ctrist) és the propi- 
tiation fur our sins, and not for ours only, but also tor 
the sins of the whole world.” But here lies the differ- 
ence between Elias Hicks and his opponents: The 
latter contend that the propitiation has been effected 
by what Christ did, during his appearance in the 
flesh, near two thousand years ago! The former con- 
tends, in the language of the apostle, that “ he és 
the propitiation”—that he is now the propitiation— 
that at this very moment, Christ, in every obedient 
and faithful soul, is doing his propitiatory work—is 
reconciling us to God—destroying the enmity—and, 
Dy his sanctifying power, bringing us into union with 
the divine niture, 

And this also is plain Scripture doctrine. It is 
found true in the experience of every living member 
of Christ. We need not run to books, for a proof 
of it—it needs no learned comment to illustrate it 
—it requires no priest to explain it !—and indeed 
this is one of the greatest objections to it. It is 
too simple to please the metaphysical taste of the 
theologian—it is too practical to meet the appro- 
bation of the theortst—and finally, it is too mort:- 
fring to corrupted human nature to be embraced by 
those who Aate the cross of Christ. 

The last charge against Elias Hicks in the pae- 
sage I have quoted, is of a general nature. It is 
that “he propagates other doctrines subversive of 
the very foundation of Christianity.” It is easy to 
make general charges. The present one is bare as- 
sertion—mere ipse dicit ; and merits no other reply, 
than a bare denial. It is false. 

But what is “the foundation of Christianity ?’— 
Is it the Athanasian creed ? Is it Tritheism? 1s it 
the doctrine of three persons in one God? By our 
author’s dislike of Unitarianism, we may fairly 
presume he does not relish the doctrine cf an un 
divided Deity. His God is compounded—made up 
of three persons! One of them becomes offended, 
Gnother tries to appease him, and offers to die for 
this purpose. Now this scheme involves absurdi- 
ties! lt supposes that God is a being like ourselves 
changeable in his nature—at one time wrathful— 
at another merciful :—whereas, in plain Scripture 
language, “he is God, and changeth not”—the 
“same to-day, yesterday, and forever.”— God 
is love” —* God is light, and in him is no dark- 
ness at all”—one changeless fountain of Love and 
Light. The darkness is in us—the wrath is in 
us—the wrath is in man; and this darkness and 
this wrath must be removed from the soul, by the 
introduction of Light and love—and this is the great 
purpose of Christ’s coming—* I am come that they 
might have life.’ He that dwelleth in love, 
dwelleth in God and God in tim.” In this happy 
tate, we come to know the Gospel propitiation— 
the real Christian atonement—ihe cleansing blood ot 
Christ :-—For “if ye walk in the light, as Gop isin 
the licht, ye have fellowship one with another, and 
the dioo¢ of Jesus Christ his Son, c’eanseth you trom 
all sin.” 

Qur author, after making five false charges 
against Eltas Hicks, comes to the following con- 
clusion: “ He is an Unitarian.” 


An UNITARIAN, in the most extensive sense of 


the term, is any one who believes in one God—one 
eternal, holy, infintte spirit—one undivided, uncom- 
pounded Deity! Ou! what a dangerous belief is this ! 
How “ subversive of the very foundation of Chris- 
tianity !’ (Whe author ought to have said of Ta1- 
Paris !)— Christians ought to abhor this doc- 
trine”—* When a Church ceases to contend ear- 
nestly for Tnitazism, which was the “faith once 
dclivered to the saints’—when Christians bid a 
man * God speed,” who dees not bring with him 
the doctrine of three Gods—when a man preaches 
any other Gospel than that of Athanasius—he must 
be corrupt indeed!!! 

“We are glad therefore,” says Theophilus, “ to 
age the testimony of Anna Braithwaite, Ann Spip- 
ley and Joseph Whitall, against such awful cor- 
ruptions and misrepresentations of the truth.” In 
other words, ‘‘ We are glad therefore to see Anna 
Braithwaite, Ann Shipley and Joseph Whitall, re- 
ceding from genuine Quakerism, and approaching 
the reformed churches”—we are glad to see them 
embracing the Trinitarian scheme!!!)

We understand, says Galignani’s Messenger, 
the cause of the Dutchess of Berry being absent 
from St. Denis on the day of the late King’s in- 
terment, is a point of etiquette, according to 
which Princesses never enter the place where 
their consorts are buried. 

The Dublin Star szys, that a seat in Parliament 
is to be procured for Mr. Cobbett, as the advo- 
cate of emancipation, the expense to be paid out 
of the Catholic rent. 

It is the intention of the Catholic Association 
to have their general petition ready to be present- 
ed by Sir Francis Burdett, on the opening day of 
Parliament, and to pour in three or four petitions 
every week during the session. 

All the letters from Spain contain afflicting 
news—they speak of nothing but arrests, con- 
demnations and executions. Fifteen superior offi- 
cers of the constitutional army, who had capitu- 
lated, were in a chapel at Corunna, awaiting the 
hour of punishment. General Contreras, ex gene- 
ral of Galicia, who had distinguished himself very 
much by his spirit of moderation, had been ar- 
rested. He is said to be implicated in the war of 
Cruz. 

The authorities of Bilboa have done giving 
Passports, otherwise emigration would have left 
the city quite deserted. The commerce of Saint 
Andero has been quite destroyed, by the nume- 
rous captures made by the Colombian privateers 
about Cuba. 

From the shores of the Danube, October 21.— 
The latest news from the Archipelago, furnishes 
reason to relieve, that the cause of Greece ts se- 
cure. It is asserted, that a great power has de- 
clared in their favour, and that important events 
will take place next spring. 

The Paris Constitutionnel says, the interior 
situation of France presents a singular phenome- 
non—a nation, fatigued with civil discords, rally- 
ing around the throne as a point of juncture for 
all interests, and a mmistry terrified at this union, 
betraying its regrets at an event which diffuses 
joy among all good citizens. 

The publishers of the novels and tales of the 
Great Anown Unknown of the North, had their 
pemodical private sale of books, at the Albion 
Tavern, on Friday, the 22d of October, when 
Tales of the Crusaders, by the author of Waver- 
ly and Ivanhoe, were offered to the trade, and 
about 3800 copies were purchased by the book- 
sellers in London only. The work was to be pub- 
lished in November, 

A German Explanation of the Deluge.-—M. Cha- 
brier, 2 corresponding member of the Society of 
the Friends of Nature at Frankfort, has published 
a memoir to prove that the deluge was occasion- 
ed by the fall of the seas of another planet upon 
ours; and that the terrestrial matter ~of that 
broke-up-world, falling on our globe, formed our 
mountains, &c, 

In ansver to the objection that Moses has not 
alluded to this explanation of the formation of 
our mountains, he supposes that “the patriarch 
King was shut up in the ark with his family, 
where, as may be well imagined, he bad work 
enough on his hands, and was so fully employed, 
that he had no time to observe this important 
event, and the weather was so terrible that he 
could not learn what was passing out of doors.” 
GREENLAND. —In the last volume of the Trans- 
actions of the Royal Society of Sciences at Cu- 
penhagen, is a paper founded on the researches 
of some travellers who had recently visited Green- 
land, which corrects an error hitherto entertained 
by several learned natural philosophers, namety, 
that Greenland possesses only twenty-four kinds 
of plants perfectly organized. It is now well esta- 
blisked, that there are above two hundred kinds 
of plants in that country. ; 


Cairo, August 15.—The plague begins to lose 
its malignity—nineteen thou.and persons have 
died of it between the commencement of March 
and the 13th of June, among them were many 
Franks. The Pacha has been all the time at Ales- 
andria, in quarantine, and the principal persons 
of the city followed his example. The Turks 
begin to forget their fatalism, and take precau- 
tions against the disease. 


Ear thquake.—Recent accounts from Europe state 
that asevere earthquake has been experienced at 
Jerusalem, which has shaken down the celebrated 
Mosque of Omar, and reduced to ruins the Church 
of the Holy Scpulchre. A great part of the city is 
reported to have been destroyed, but nothing is 
said with respect to the lives of the inhabitants. 


The latest London papers state, that Henry 
Fauntleroy, the London banker, has received the 
sentence of death for his crimes. It may be well, 
therefore, briefly to recapitulate his history as a 
culprit. From the testimony, it appeared tobe 
confirmed, that his whole life bad been one scene 
of extravagance and of gambling, and that he was 
one of those men whom Providence has cursed 
with strong nerves and contempt of public opinion, 
He maintained three establishments; one of which 
for his wife, with whom he never lived. Having 
been compeiled to marry her by her relatives, he 
left her the moment they departed trom the church. 
Another of his establishments was called his man- 
sion, and a third an establishment for another 
lady. The banking house of March & Co. of 
which he was a partner, became bankrupts in con- 
sequence of his conduct, and several meetings of 
the commissioners on_their affairs had been veld, 
and the examination developed new items of ex- 
travagance. He was confined in the house of cor- 
rection, and on the 2d of October had his second 
examination before justice Conant, when ample 
evidence of other very extensive forgeries was pro- 
duced, and his guilt and fale appeared certain, At 
his examination he observed a strict silence; and 
never altered the position he first took at the ta- 
ble during the whole of it. His countenance indi- 
cated a total indifference to the whole proceeding. 
The forgery of the power of altorney by which he 
was enabled to sell 46,600 pounds of three per 
cents, the property of the widow and children of 
W. Ballis, was first proved. He was enabied to 
commit these forgeries by having been united with 
Goodchild & Hume, as one of the trustees of the 
stocks, and authorived to receive the dividends 
which be was very punctual in paying. His own 
name was signed and properly witnessed : but ihe 
names of the other two and the owners of the 
stock were forged, as also the attestation of the 
witnesses to their signature. Another forgery 
proved was for 17,000 pounds of 3 per cent-, and 
two others for 5,000 pounds each, 3 per cents, 
were the property of Misses Frances and Eliza W. 
Young, sisters of the lady to whom he was mar. 
ried, and refused to live with. The young ladies 
in giving their testimony were deeply affected. 
Evidence of his taking the torged powers of at- 
torney to the transfer office was also adduced, He 
was then recovducted to the house of correction, 
where he was to continue constanily watched by 
two officers, till a week before the ensuing Oid 
Bailey sessions, when he was to be commitied to 
Newgate for trial. His counsel was to be aliowed 
tree access to him. The keeper of the house of 
correction remarked, that the prisoner appeared 
to be wondertully at ease, ta eat and sleep weil, 
and that his spirits were nét at ang time depress- 
ed. Many of the persons injured by hiw had ex- 
pressed a reluctance to prusecute him; but the 
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wealthy and wretched man, excites universal at- 
tention. 

His forgeries have been very numerous, and of 
such a daring nature, as to have been capable of 
full proof. On entering bis prison, the Justice ex- 
claimed, “Y¥ou are the banker from Berner’s 
street, an’t you?” “Yes, replied the prisoner, I 
am that unfortunate person, sir,” Ob, then, re- 
joined the magistrate, you had better look to your 
soul! look to your bible—read your bible!" On 
being informed by Mr. Conant, the examining ma 
gistrate, that he regretted the insult being offered, 
he replied, “1 thank you: I was no otherwise in- 
sulted, than by the person’s coming into my room, 
and addressing me without my consent, but, per- 
haps, I ought notto complain of any thing.” His 
income from his banking concerns has been at least 
15000 ponnds a vear; and yet the means he has 
fraudulently acquired are said to be little short 
of baltf a million. 

A Cabinet Council is stated to have been held 
in Paris, at which the King presided, to take 
into consideration the following question, whether 
the treaty entered into between the United 
States and France, in 1822, providing that no 
additiona) duty should be imposed on the vessels 
of either nation, exceeding twenty francs per ton, 
should be preserved. ‘This treaty was to conti- 
nue until October last, and still longer, unless 
six months previous notice of an intention to 
abandon it was given by either party. Nothing 
of this kind has taken place, and our President 
in his message informs Congress that the treaty 
has since remained and still continues in force. 
But Mr. Monroe further informs congress, that, 
** At the time when that convention was con- 
cluded, many interesting subjects were left un- 
settled, and particularly our claim to indemnity 
for spoliations which were committed on our 
commerce in the late wars. For these interests 
and claims, it was in the contemplation of the 
parties to maké provision at a eubbequent day, 
by a more comprehensive and definitive treaty. 
The object bas been duly attended to since, by 
the Executive, but as yet it has not been accom- 
plished. It is hoped that a favorable opportuni- 
ty will present itself for opening a negociation, 
which may embrace and arrange all existing dif- 
ferences, and every other concern, in which they 
have a common interest, upon the accession of 
the present King of France, an event which has 
eccurred since the close of the last session of 
Congress.” 


PERU—A GALLANT AFFAIR. 
The Baltimore Federal Gazette contains the 
translation of an interesting letter, dated off Callao, 
July 17, giving the particulars of a gallant exploit 
of the patriot blockading squadron, under Admi- 
ral Guise. 
“rhe Admiral depatched Capt. Robertson, ac- 
companied by Capt. Fleiman, and Lieut. Sulmans, 
of bis vessel, with one hundred and twenty-five 
men, in nine boats, to take or destroy as many of 
the enemy’s vessels as were in Callao. At his 
entrance he was opposed by more than one thou- 
sand soldiers and marines in the vessels, and fif- 
teen hundred artillerists who manned the batteries 
of the Castles, aud kept up a tremendous fire on 
our men. Notwithstanding this they effected the 
object of the enterprise by destroying and taking 
the following vessels :—The President of 20 guns— 
burnt; Juanna Gordon, flag-ship—taken; Perla, 
formerly of Chiti—taken; a Brigantine, name un- 
known—taken ; a large vessel, name unknown— 
burnt. 
The Protector, the Congress and the Macedo- 
nian were employed in diverting the attention of 
the batteries, but almost all the fire of the latter 
were directed towards the brave men charged with 
the destruction of the vessels. When captain Ro- 
bertson returned, we found he had three men kill- 
ed and twelve wounded, one of whom since died. 
We had also one officer killed, named Thomas 
Williams, a Lieutenant of marines, and the clerk 
of the captain of the Congress, both mortally 
wounded.” ’ 








Accounts froth Brazil] state, that after the cap- 
ture of Pernanibuco, some of the leaders of the | 
insurrection wese exeéuted, and o'er distin- | 

ished citizens of the place were obliged to 
Ree to avoid the same fate. The squadron of 
Lord Cochrane proceeded from Pernambuco to 
Maranham and Para, to reduce those places to 
the authority of the Emperor. 





On the 4th ult. the President of Mexico pub- 
lished, by order, a decree of the Sovereign Con- 
gress. which authorised him to receive proposals 
jer cutting open a communication between the two 
oecans by ihe isthmus of Tehuantepec, and tor ren- 
dering navigabie the rivers of Alvarado, Panuco, 
Bravo del Norte, Santiago, and Colorado, of the 
West. The proposals must be submitted within 
eight montbs from the 4th ult. The enterprize 
of thus uniting the Pacific and Atlantic is of the 
greatest importance. 





From La Guaraa.—The fast sailing schooner 
Aliceanna, captain Southcomb, arrived at Balti- 
more from La Gutyra, brings information, that a 
French brig of war had arrived at La Guayra, 
to demand satisfaction of the government for an 
insult offered one of the vessels of war of that 
nation. The Venezuela, (captain Chitty,) a 
Colombian corvette, while cruizing off Cartha- 
gena, fellin with the French o of war Gazelle, 
boand to Martinique ; and not liking her appear- 
ance, ordered the captain on board, with his pa- 
pers, with which he complied without the least 
resistance, although, of equal force; but on his 
arrival at Martinique he was broke and expelled 
the navy. A French fleet was expected at La 
Guayra, to inquire further into the business.— 
The markets at La Guayra were never knowh 
to be so glutted with American produce, owing 
to the numerous arrivals from the United States 
and St. Thomas. The supply of flour on hand 
was 4500 barrels. <A gentleman who came home 
in the Aliceanna, states, that the authorities at 
La Guayra and Caraccas refused to give the satis- 
faction demanded by the captain of the French 
brig of war, and that he had sailed from La 
Guayra, declaring that he would bring a fleet to 
enforce the demand. The Columbian authori- 
ties alleged that captain Chitty had made a suffi- 
cient apology when he said to the captain of the 
“ Gazelle” —“ Now that f'see who you are, I re- 
gret having subjected you to this inconvenience.”

Washington, December 22.—Gen. La Fayette, 
with his Son and Secretary, returned to this City 
yesterday afternoon, from his visit to Annapolis, 
escorted by Capt. Se/by’s troop of Anne Arundel 
cavalry, and accompanied by Messrs. Kent and 
Mitchell, of the House of Representatives of the 
United States, and by Col. Howard, of the Senate 
of Maryland, and Col. Chambers, of the House of 
Delegates of that state. The General was treated 
with the most marked respect and hospitality by 
the Legislature of Maryland, assembled at Anna- 
polis, as well as by the inhabitants of that ancient 
metropolis, and he returus highly gratified with 
his visit. He spent last evening, by previous ap. 
pointment, with the Mayor of the City and his 
lady, in company with a very numerous and bril- 
liant assemblage of the officers of our Government, 
citizens, and strangers, including the French Le- 
gation, and other foreigners of distinction. 





A rumor originated in a New York paper some 
days ago, and has had genera! circulation, that, 
after the expiration of his present term of public 
service, our venerable President, Mr. Monroe, in- 
tended to take up his residence in the city of 
New York. Not crediting the rumor, we did not 
copy it. The New York American, duly author- 
ized, now assures the public that the rumor is 
without foundation, and that, “after the expira- 
tion of his present term, he will retire to his farm 
in Loudoun county, Virginia, about thirty miles 
from Washington, where, with the exception of oc- 
casional visits to his friends, he wiil spend the re- 
mainder of his days.” 





The Committees of New York and Philadelphia 
appointed by a meeting of Mechanics and Manu.

A DREADFUL SITUATION, 


Much sensibility is expressed as to the distress- 
ing and miserabie situation in which the Governor 
of Kentucky is placed by the conduct of his son.

He 
cannot now resign, because to resign would be to 
prejudge his son’s guilt, by presuming bis convic- 
tion, which is the only thing which can compel 
him to act upon the case. His situation is indeed 
heart-rending and most pitiable.

NARROW ESCAPE. 
On the 12th Sept. last, Mr. John Ellis of Mer 
cer, Pa. a celebrated hunter, being on a hunting 
expedition on Moose river, had a very remarkable 
and dangerous encounter with a Moose. While em 
ployed in taking muskrats from his traps, he hear 
a loud cracking of the brush on the opposite side 
6f the river, which he supposed was caused by s 
carabou ; seizing his gun be immediately entere: 
his birch and proceeded to the spot where the nois 
was heard. On his approaching the animal re 
treated, and was followed by Mr. Etlis ten or fit 
teen rods, when it took to the river. He now dis 
covered the animal to be a very large bull moose 
and immediately returned to his canoe, which hi 
about fifty rods below where the moose entere: 
the river, and started in pursuit of him. Hawn 
by great exertions approached within six or eight 
vods of him, he levelled his gun and fired, and the 
shot taking effect the moose made for the shore 
Ascending a low pine bank he proceeded abou! 
fifty rods into an alder swail, tearing every thing 
before him as he went with his huge horns. Mr 
Ellis remuined in his canoe till the neise ceased 
when having reloaded he proceeded in search o 
him. ‘The moose was soon come up with, anc 
ratber unexpectedly, Mr. E. having apprastc 
within twenty or thirty feet of the enraged avin 
before he discovered him :—He instantly fired 
but being somewhat agitated, by suddenly findin 
himselt so near the moose and the threatening pos 
ture which he assumed, missed bis object the bal 
entering a small tree which intervened betwee 
them; whereupon the moose immediately made a 
him with desperate fury, taking him between hi 
horns, one of which entered his clothes near th 
waistband of his pantaloons in front, and passe 
out near his chin and the other at the small of bi 
back taking the skin in its course. While in thi 
dangerous and critical situation, suspended eight 
or nine feet in the air, the moose made four or five 
bounds with him, clearing a rod or more at a leap 
when his clothes giving away, he fell to the ground 
The moose passed over him without striking him 
and after going fifteen or twenty rods fell and ex 
pired. Mr. Ellis received considerable injury, bu 
trifling to what might have been expected from 
the circumstances in which he was placed.

The senate and house of representatives of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania, entertaining the 
nost exalted opinion of the disinterested patriot- 
sm evinced, and the signal services performed, 
n our revolutionary struggie, by General La Fay- 
*tte, the early and distinguished friend and bene- 
‘actor of their country, and the firm and consistent 
companion of civil liberty, and participating in 
those feelings of affection and esteem which have 
animated the people of the whole union on bis 
arrival in the United States; and desirous that 
the gratitude the nation should be extended to 
dim in @ Manner correspondent to the important 
services rendered and the generous sacrifices 
made by him, in securing the independence ot the 
United States : 

Resolved, That any provision tendered to him 
by the national legislature, which shall corres- 
yond with the sentiments and be worthy of the 
tharacter of the American people, will meet the 
cordial approbation of the legislatnre of Pennsy!- 
vania. 

Resolved, That the Governor transmit a copy of 
the foregoing resolution to the senators and repre- 
sentatives of Pennsylvania in the congress of the 
United Srates. | 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to in- 
vite General La Fayette to visit the seat of Go. 
vernment of Pennsyivania, and to express to him 
she pig satistaction his presence would afford to 

he'tepresentatives of this commonweakh 

Similar resolutions were reported to the senate.

It is the order of the day, forthe third Thursday 
of January. 

The Legislature of Pennsylvania, in Convention, 
have spent two days more in fruitless attempts to 
‘lect a Senator in the place of Mr. Lowrie, The 
candidates in nomination have been reduced to 
“ven; but the Convention were as wide of a choice 
asever. Mr. Gallaun was continued as a candi- 
de through several ballotings, (commencing on 
wt first day,) but receiving only one vote each 
‘ime, his name was withdrawn. The Convention 
adjourned to meet on the 3d Monday of January 
next.

It was desirable, doubtless, 
that the measure should have been adopted by a 
vote entirely unanimous, and Without debate. But, 
if it had not been debated, and if there had not 
been conflicting opinions u on the matter, it would 
have been out of unison with the character’ of our 
government. ‘The ditlcrence of—opinion was one 
as to mode and quantity, and not as to principle. 
We have great satisfaction in stating that out of 
the dissentient voices, very few were opposed to 
the principle of the bill, and ne one questioned or 
disparaged the merits of the eminent individual
